“We are not surrendering to the 
President in any sense,” Repre- 
sentative Case (Rep.), South Da- 
kota, sponsor of the measure, told 
“But there is no sense 
in the President and Congress 
making faces at one another. We 
are seeking a constructive result 
and we could not achieve it now 
by sending him another bill he 
would veto. 

“The issues still exist however, 
and sooner or later we will have 
to meet them with legislation 
such as ours.” 

Representative Cox, (Dem.), 
Georgia, asserted that “this does 
not mean we are giving up, only 
that we will not press the matter 
for the time being.”

MONTREAL, June 15 (AP)— 
Fred Rose, only Communist mem- 
ber of the Canadian Parliament, 
was convicted tonight on a charge 
of conspiring to communicate 
wartime secrets to Russia through 
a Moscow-directed espionage net- 
work. 

A King’s Bench jury deliber- 
eted only 31 minutes before reach- 
ing a verdict in the three-week- 
old case, , 

The court will sentence Rose, 
a member of the House of Com- 
mons, next Thursday. He is 
liable to a maximum prison term 
of seven years. 

Rose is scheduled to stand trial 
next September on four counts.of 
violating the official secrets act 
in connection with the espionage 
case, Each count of violating the 
official secrets act also carries a 
maximum sentence of seven years 
in prison. 

The conspiracy charge accused 
Rose, among other things, of re- 
ceiving from Dr. Raymond Boyer, 
a Canadian scientist, the secret 
formula for the super-explosive, 
RDX. Boyer also is under indict- 
ment.

MOLOTOV AGREES 
"TOAD AUSTRIA TO 


Plan of U. S.—Italian 
Political Situation Also 
Put on List at Soviet 
Request.

PARIS June 15.(AP) — Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
agreed today to add Austria to 
the four-power foreign ministers 
conference agenda, then insisted 
that the Italian political situation 
be watched to prevent a regrowth 
of fascism into full-scale civil war, 
American and British informants 
said, 

In a sudden and surprising con- 
cession as the ministers reopened 
their discussions on peace treaties 
with former enemy states, Molo- 
tov reversed Soviet policy ag ex- 
pressed throughout sessions last 
month and consented to study 
Austria as “a problem.” He ob- 
jected to confining the Austrian 
question to the American-spon- 
sored draft treaty which Wash- 
ington had circulated among the 
other powers—France, Russia and 
Britain. . 

He maintained that recent 
events © TY "Tefie An at- 
tempt by monarchists and Fas- 
cists to overthrow the republic, 
and cited the declaration of Mos- 
cow in 1948 to justify Allied in 
tervention in Italian affairs to 
prevent a rebirth of fascism, 
American informants said. . 

In 1943 the foreign ministers of 
Britain, the United States and 
Russia issued a declaration on 
Italy saying Fascism must be de- 
stroyed and the Italians given an 
opportunity to have representa- 
tive government. 

Byrnes Accepts Proposal. 

Molotov. asked the council to 
add the Italian situation to the 
agenda as a preliminary to inter- 
vention if events justified such a 
course. United States Secretary 
of State James F. Byrnes replied 
that his government had no ob- 
jection if events really justified 
such action. He added that of- 
ficial information available to the 
United States showed that. the 
Italian Government now had the 
situation in hand and was suc- 
cessfully upholding the republic. 

The suggestion to place Austria 
on the agenda as a “simple prob- 
lem” was made by the French, 
and Molotov concurred. Austria 
was placed on the agenda for dia- 
cussion after consideration of 
peace treaties with Italy, Bulgaria, 
Romania and Hungary, and a. 
study of the German problem, The 
Italian political problem will fol- 
low Austria. 

The ministers met for two and a 
half hours in their initial session, 
then adjourned until Monday.

The 
chimp, two-month-old Sambo, will 
be fed publicly daily at 11 a.m. 
and 4:30 p.m, at the zoo’s ape 
house. 


Sambo was taken away from 
its mother, Lady, three hours 
after its birth, when Lady showed 
no inclination to care for its off- 
spring. Since then Filorsek, his 
wife and three children have 
raised Sambo at their home at 
4018 North Twenty-fifth street. 
Lady and Sambo’s father, Chi, are 


both retired performers in the 
zoo’s chimpanzee show. 

The chimp was fed from an 
eye-dropper for severa] weeks after 
birth, receiving four drops of a 
mixture of milk and water every 
hour. Director George Vierheller 
described Sambo as an exception- 
ally large monkey at birth, weigh- 
ing five pounds.

NEW YORK, June 15 (AP)—

Atomic Energy Commission gen- 
erally agreed today that approval 
of an atomic control plan’ would 
be a long process and that Rus- 
sia’s attitude would be the key 
factor. 


There also was agreement on 
another point: That the American 
plan offered yesterday by Ber- 
nard M. Baruch probably would 


be the only comprehensive plan: 


submitted and that the other na- 
tions would merely offer ‘amend- 
ments. 

“Don’t expect the plan to be ap- 
proved next week or next month,” 
said one delegate. “This plan is 
of tremendous importance. It is 
revolutionary. It raises many 
questions which will have to be 
answered.” — 

Members of the 
awaiting instructions from their 
governments, indicated there was 
not likely to be any official com- 
ment before Wednesday, when 
the 12-nation body will meet to 
resume discussions, 

Under the Baruch plan, the 
United States would stop pro- 
ducing ‘atomic bombs, make 
agreed disposition of its stockpile 
of bombs and turn its atomic se- 
crets over to an international 
atomic development authority if 
the world would join in setting 
up safeguards to make sure that 
the lethal weapon never again 
would be used as an instrument 
of war. 

Baruch insisted, however, that 
these steps would be taken only 
after the five major powers on 
the Security Council agreed to 
give up their veto rights on mat- 
ters related to atomic energy and 
provided for suitable punishment 
of nations which violated strict 
control regulations, 

British circles said Sir Alex- 
ander Cadogan, British delegate, 
was ready to accept the plan as 
a basis for discussion, but he 
might propose some additional 
safeguards.

TWELVE BASIC PRINCIPLES

Plane Hits Parachute in Mid-Air, 


Jumper Rides 


Ship to Ground 


ADRIAN, Mich., June 15 (AP)— 
Professional parachutist Warren 
Berg, 25.years old, of Detroit, es- 


caped with minor injuries in a 
mid-air collision in which a two- 
seater private plane plowed into 
his parachute after he jumped at 
the Adrian airport today. 

The plane, piloted by Sterling 
Mead of Detroit, hit Berg’s para- 
chute at an altitude of about 1500 
feet, swinging him under the 
plane and up onto the tail, The 
shroud lines of the chute became 
enmeshed in the controls, pinning 
Berg to the tail of the plane. 

Meanwhile the craft, its propel- 
ler enmeshed in the twisted .para- 


chute, nosed over into a slow dive 
toward the earth. 

Seeing a crash was inevitable, 
Berg pulled the rip-cord of an 
emergency chute, which opened to 
serve as an air brake in slowing 
the plane’s fall. 

When the craft hit the ground 
in the center of the airport Berg 
was thrown clear and Mead 
climbed out of the plane. 

At Bixby hospital Berg was re- 
ported to have only a possible 
ankle fracture and Mead minor 
lacerations about the head,

| “The Secretary of War, the Sec- 
retary of Navy, the Chief of Staff 
of the Army and the Chief of 
Naval Operations have assured 
me that they will support such a 
plan.” 

Similarity to Merger Bill. 

Chairman Elbert D. Thomas, 
(Dem.), Utah, of the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee, said the 
President’s suggestions would re- 
quire “only slight amendments” to 
the merger bill which the commit- 
tee sent to the Senate several 
months ago. In its major pro- 
visions the new proposal is the 
same as the committee’s bill, ex~- 
cept for elimination of a single 
chief of staff.

Keitel the “Rubber Lion.” 


There is Field Marshal Wilhelm 
Keitel, the “rubber lion,” who as 
chief of the Wehrmacht supreme 
command stopped to become Hit- 
ler’s weak and unscrupulous» po- 
litical general. There is the sin- 
ister Ernest Kaltenbrunner, like 
Seyss Inquart an Austrian and the 
latter’s protege, who succeeded 
Reinhardt Heydrich as chief of the 
murderous Security Police. There 
is Alfred Rosenberg, racial philoso- 
pher of the Nazi creed and pleni- 
potentiary for the ravaged terri- 
tories occupied in the east. 

There are Hans Frank and Wil- 
helm Frick, respectively the 
“butcher of Poland” and Hitler's 
Minister of the Interior. Next 
crouches the simian Walther 
Funk, under whose presidency 
the Reichsbank become the de- 
pository for gold fillings and den- 
tures, rings, watches and money 
rifled from the sick and the dead 
in concentration camps by S8sS 
Elite. Guards. 


In the rear row sit Grand Ad- 
miral Karl Doenitz and Erich 
Raeder. The former shares with 
Hitler alone the eminence of hav- 
ing served as head of the Nazi 
state and was a ploneer of unre- 
stricted submarine warfare. The 
latter joined with Rosenberg in 
goading Hitler into the assult on 
Norway. : 

On their left wallows the porcine 
Fritz Sauckel with shaven poll and 
Hitler mustache, Sauckel harried 
millions of men, women and chil- 
dren into Nazi slave labor pens. 
And beside him towers Col. Gen. 
Alfred Jodl, typical German Gen- 
eral Staff officer whose habits of 
unquestioning obedience led him 
‘to implement Hitler’s sanguinary 
militarv orders. 

Case of Seyss-Inquart. 

Of all the dim figures at the 
start of the trial, that of Seyss- 
Inquart, after Fritzsche, was prob- 
ably the least distinct. Today 
this unimpressive attorney with 
a* lame leg, sandy hair and wat- 
tles, and the look of a carrion 
bird, appears as one of the gran- 
diose personalities of the Nazi 
conspiracy.

During his regime The Nether- 
lands became the most thoroughly 
plundered of all the Western ter- 
ritories. It was swept bare of 
food, property, money and works 
of art. Hundreds of thousands of 
Dutchmen were impressed for 
Sauckel's labor camps, and Dutch 
Jews by the scores of thousands 
were robbed and sent to die at 
Buchenwald, Mauthausen and 
Auchswitz. Evidently these pro- 
cedures were satisfactory to Hit- 
ler. Seyss-Inquart was one of the 
few men who were able. to retain 
the Fuehrer's good graces without 
interruption. It should not be for- 
gotten that at the very end Hitler 
nominated his compatriot to su- 
persede Von Ribbentrop as foreign 
minister of the Reich. 


Seyss-Inquart acknowledged on 
the witness stand that from youth 
he was an anti-Semite and that 
from 1982 he was a Nazi at heart, 
though he refrained from joining 
the party until it was legalized in 
Austria. He contended that in 
his opinion the provisions safe-) 
guarding civilian populations in 
The Hague convention had grown 
obsolete. 

Von Papen’s Story. 

Von Papen, on the contrary, let 
it be known from the start of his 
testimony that he was not ap- 
pearing as a champion of Na- 
tional Socialism. It quickly became 
obvious that his purpose was to 
use the international military tri- 
bunal in order to establish his 
place in history as a pure, upright 
and independent statesman. 
He bitterly ascribed his shock- 
ing reputation as spy and in- 
triguer to libels against him ris- 
ing from his service as military 
attache in Washington during 
World War I. This campaign of 
defamation, he alleged, reached its 
height in 1941 when a pamphlet 

alnst him. was published in New 

ork under the title "The Devil in 
the Top Hat.” 


“I ask the tribunal,” he begged, 
“to recall these psychological dis- 
tortions when I attempt to give a 
sc picture of my thoughts and 
acts.” 


For a thousand years back the 
defendant traced his noble line 
age and his adherence to the 
Roman Catholic religion. When 
he was elected to the Prussian 
Parliament in 1928, he said, he 
joined the Zentrum, or Catholic 
party, in the belief that it repre- 
sented “the principles of a Chris- 
tian concept of the state.” 

The witness summarized rapidly 
his career until the day in 1932 
when he was called to Berlin and 
to his “complete surprise” was 
ordered in military terms to form 
a cabinet and accept the post of 
Chancellor.

The Reichstag Dissolved. 


The Papen government lasted 
from June 1 to Nov. 17. Accord- 
ing to the defendant, he sought 
repeatedly to persuade Hitler to 
enter the cabinet as Vice Chancel- 
lor and was constantly refused, on 
the ground that Hitler would have 
to be made chancellor or nothing 
and that he would never join a 
coalition, In the course of these 
activities, said Von Papen, there 
occurred “a fantastic and unheard 
of incident” which amounted to 
“prostitution of the German par- 
lament.” He accused Goering, 
who was President of the Reich- 
stag, of having egged on a Com- 
munist delegate, Clara Zatlin, to 
make an attack on the Papen 
government. When the Chancel- 
lor tried to reply, Goering refused 
to recognize him and instead 
asked for a vote of “no confi- 
dence.” It was delivered by a 
combined ballot of Communists,

U.S. 10 SUGGEST 
NEGOTIATIONS ON 
LOAN TO RUSSIA 


Third Note Drafted, In- 
viting Soviets to Begin 
Parleys in Mid-July on 
Their Aid Request.

WASHINGTON, June 15 (AP)— 

The United States has drafted a 
third note to Moscow, inviting the 
Russians to begin negotiations for 
a requested billion-dollar joan in 
mid-July. 
Government officialg disclosed 
today the message had been 
drawn up and approved by Secre- 
tary of State Byrnes before he 
left for Paris Thursday. If the 
note has not already been sent, 
it will go out in a few days, they 
said. 

The latest American contribu- 
tion to this diplomatic exchange 
which began last December was 
said to outline the topics the 
United States thinks should be 
discussed concurrently with any 
loan conversations. 

These officiala, who are closely 
connected with the negotiations, 
said that, despite Moscow's pre- 
viously expressed reluctance to do 
so, the American Government is 
insisting on discussing economic 
conditions in Eastern Europe dur- 
ing any such talks. 

Since this point’ has been the 

main stumbling block in previous 
exchanges, there was doubt in 
some quarters that the Russians 
would accept the invitation. 
American Government officials 
are hoping to convince Russia it 
should alter its trade policies in 
the Balkans, especially the five- 
year treaties of economic collab- 
oration signed with Romania and 
Hungary. 
Other topics which American 
Government officials are known 
to feel should be discussed with 
the Russians are: 

1. Settlement of the Soviet 
lend4lease account which totals 
about 11 billion dollars. 

2. A Russian pledge to join 
the international bank and 
monetary fund along with a 
promise to attend the American- 
sponsored 15-nation trade con- 
ference aimed at lowering com- 
mercial barriers.

Text of Truman Plan: 3C 


o-Equal Services 
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WASHINGTON, June 15 (AP) 

OLLOWING is the text of a 
Pretter President Truman sent 

today on the proposed Army- 
Navy merger to the chairmen of 
the House and Senate military 
and naval committees: 


One of the most important prob- 
lems confronting our country to- 
day is the establishment of a defi- 
nite military policy, 

In the solution of this problem 
I consider it vital that we Nave a 
unified force for our national de- 
fense. 

At my request the Secretary of 
War and the Secretary of the 
Navy have made a sincere effort 
to settle the differences existing 
between the services on this ques- 
tion. They have made splendid 
progress. 

They have reached an agree- 
ment on eight important elements 
of unification, and with reference 
to the four upon which there was 
not full agreement, their differ- 
ences are not irreconcilable. 

On May 31, 1946 the Secretary 
of War and the Secretary of the 
Navy delivered a report to me of 
the results of their efforts, I have 
replied to them today stating my 
position on those points submitted 
to me for decision. 

I enclose herewith a oon, of the 
report of the Secretary of War and 
the Secretary of the Navy, to- 
gether with a copy of my reply 
to them. 

You will note that there are 
now presented 12 basic principles 
upon which the unification of the 
services can be based. They are 
as follows: 

1. SINGLE MILITARY DEPART- 
MENT 


There should be one department 
of national defense. It would be 
under the control of a civilian 
who would be a member of the 
cabinet. Each of the services 
would be headed by a civilian 
with the title of “Secretary.” 
These secretaries - would be 
charged with the internal admin- 
istration within their own serv- 
ices, They would not be members 
of the cabinet. Each service would 
retain its autonomy, subject of 
course to the authority and over- 
all contro) by the Secretary of Na- 
tional Defense. It is recognized 
that the services have different 
functions and different organiza- 
tions and for these reasons the 
integrity of each service should be 
retained. The civilian secretaries 
of the services would be members 
of the Council of Common De- 
fense and in this capacity they 
would have the further opportun- 
ity to represent their respective 
services to the fullest extent. 
2TH REE CO-ORDINATED 

SERVICES. 

There should be three co-ordi- 
nate services — the Army, Navy 
and Air Force. The three services 
should be on a parity and should 
operate in a common purpose to- 
ward over-all efficiency of the 
national defense under the con- 
trol and supervision of the Sec- 
retary of National Defense. The 
secretaries of the three services 
should be known as Secretary for 
the Army, Secretary for the Navy, 
and Secretary for the Air Force. 

3. AVIATION. 


procurement, maintenance and op- 
eration Of the military air re- 
sources of the United States with 
the following exceptions, in 
which responsibility must be 
vested in the Navy: ' 


(1) Ship, carrier and water- 
based aircraft essential to naval 
operations, and aircraft of the 
United States Marine Corps. 


(2) Land-type aircraft neces- 
sary for essentia) internal ad- 
ministration and for air trans- 
port over routes of sole interest 
to naval forces and where the 
requirements cannot be met by 
normal air transport facilities. 


(3) Land-type aircraft neces- 
sary for the training of person- 
nel for the afore-mentioned pur- 
poges, 

Land-based planes for naval re- 
connaissance, anti-submarine war- 
fare and protection of shipping 
can and should be manned by Air 
Force personnel. If the three 
services are to work as a team 
there must be close co-operation, 
with interchange of personnel and 
special training for specific duties. 

Within its proper sphere of op- 
eration, naval aviation must not 
be restricted but must be given 
every opportunity to develop its 
maximum usefulness, 


4, UNITED STATES MARINE 
CORPS. . 


There shall be maintained as a 
constituent part of the naval serv- 
ice a balanced fleet marine force 
including its supporting air com- 
ponenta to perform the following 
functions: 

(1) Service with the fleet in 
the seizure or defense of ad- 
vanced naval bases or for the 
conduct of such limited land 
operations as are essential to 
the’ prosecution of a naval cam- 
paign. 

(2) To continue the develop- 
ment of those aspects of am- 
phibious operations which per- 
tain to the tactics, technique, 
and equipment employed by the 
landing forces. 

(3) To provide detachments 
and organizations for service on 
armed vessels of the Navy. 

(4) To provide security de- 
tachment for protection of naval 
property at naval stations and 
bases. 

5. COUNCIL OF NATIONAL 

DEFENSE. 

To integrate our foreign and 
military policies and to enable 
the military services and other 
agencies of government to co- 
operate more effectively in mat- 
ters involving our national secur- 
ity. The membership of this 
council should consist of the Sec- 
retary of State, the civilian head 
of the military establishment, the 
civilian heads of the military serv- 
ices, and the chairman of the Na- 
tional Security Resources Board, 
referred to below. 

6. NATIONAL SECURITY RE- 
SOURCES BOARD. 
To establish, and keep up to 


date. policies and programs for 
the maximum use of the nation’s 
resources in support of our na- 
tional security. It should operate 
under the council and be com- 
posed of services and of other ap- 
propriate representatives of the 
military agencies. 
7. THE JOINT CHIEFS OF 
STAFF. 

To formulate strategic plans, to 
assign logistic responsibilities to 
the services in support thereof, to 
integrate the military programs, 
and to provide for the strategic 
direction of the United States 
military forces. Ny 

8. No SINGLE MILITARY 

CHIEF OF STAFF. 

In the opinion of the War De 
partment, the military establish- 
ment should contain a single milk- 
itary chief of staff, who would 
serve as principal military ad- 
viser, available to offer advice 
when diffcrences of opinion arise 
among the military heads of the 
several services. The Navy feels 
that the joint chiefs of: staff 
should be the highest source of 
military advice. The War De- 
partment is willing to omit the 
feature of a single chief of staff. 
9. CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE 

AGENCY. 

To compile, analyze and eval- 
uate information gathered by var- 
ious Government agencies, in- 
cluding the military, and to fur- 
nish such information to the Na- 
tional Defense Council and to 
other Government agencies. en- 
titled thereto. It should operate 
under the council. An organiza- 
tion along these jines, esta lished 
by executive order, already exists. 

10. PROCUREMENT AND 
SUPPLY, 

There should be an agency to 
prevent wasteful competition in 
the field of military supply and 
procurement through joint plan- 
ning and co-ordination of procure- 
ment, production and distribu- 
tion. 

11, RESEARCH AGENCIES. 

There shouldbe an agency to 
co-ordinate the scientific research 
and development of the military 
services. 

12. MILITARY EDUCATION 

AND TRAINING. 

There should be an agency to 
review periodically the several 
systems of education and training 
of personne! of the military serv- 
ices and to adjust them into an 
integrated program. 

A plan of unification contain- 
ing these twelve elements has my 
unqualified endorsement. The 
Secretary of War, the Secretary 
of the Navy, the Chief of Staff of 
the Army and the Chief of Naval 
Operations have assured me that 
they will support such a plan. 

It is my hope that the Congress 
will pass legislation as soon as

Subsequently, on Sept. 12, 1945, 
Kammann’s inspector rechecked 
the building and found the same 
conditions reported previously, and 
sent a report to the Building Com- 
missioner’s office, recommending 
revocation of the license on the 
ground the hazardous conditions 
had not been corrected. 

Neither of the reports from the 
Fire Prevention Bureau could be 
found in the files in Building Com- 
missioner Baum’s office. However, 
a report of a special investigation 
of the premises made by Weiblen 
at midnight, July 21, 1945, was 
found by Baum. This report did 
not state a reason for the special 
{nvestigation, but set out that the 
night club “complies.” 

Baum told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the present practice of 
making but one report to the Park 
Commissioner of inspections by 
his men and Fire Prevention Bu- 
reau inspectors was adopted as “a 
time-saving measure.” 

“Both the fire department and 
my office are divisions of the De- 
partment of Public Safety,” he 
pointed out, “and the respective 
investigations are parallel in na- 
ture and often overlap. Therefore, 
instead of making separate re- 
ports from the two divisions, we 
felt it better to incorporate the 
findings in a single report. 

“I do not feel we are circum- 
venting the law, although we may 
not be following it to the letter.”

ALBERT C. WEBB DIES; 
PIONEER AUTO RACER 


Succumbs After Long Illness; 
Invented First Auto Fire 
Engine Pumper. 


Private funeral services will be 
held for Albert C. Webb, real es- 
tate dealer and pioneer automobile 
racing driver, who died yesterday 
of bronchial pneumonia at Barnes 
Hospital, where he had been a pa- 
tient for eight months suffering 
from cancer of the spine. He was 
68 years old and was born at Jop- 
lin, Mo. | 

During the early years of the 
century Mr. Webb took part in 
many automobile races through- 


out the country, He received a 
$1000 prize at the St. Louis 
World’s Fair in 1904 for winning 
a 10-mile dirt track race held in 
what is now Fairgrounds Park. 
Among the other contestants was 
another pioneer racer, Barney 
Oldfield. 

He invented the first automo- 
bile fire engine pumper in 1907 
and organized the Motor Fire Ap- 
partaus Co., which built the en- 
gines here between 1910 and 1912. 
Later he was sales manager for 
the old Rickenbacker Motor Car 
Co., which, under Capt. Eddie 
Rickenbacker, now president of 
Eastern Air Lines, pioneered in 
the development of four-wheel 
brakes and air filters for automo- 
biles. | 

Mr. Webb was associated with 
the late Carl Fisher in the pro- 
motion and development of Miami 
Beach, Fia., in 1917 and 1918, and 
in the development of Montauk, 
Long Island, N. Y. In recent years 
he had been president of the Mon- 
tauk Point Realty Corp. and 
made his home at Montauk, 

He was a partner of Sam Brea- 
don, now president of the St. Louis 
Cardinals, in the old St. Louls 
Fruit Co.'s citrus grove at Braden- 
ton, Fla., and in 1935 and 1936 was 
general manager of the St. Louis 
office of the Mack Truck Co. 
During the war, Mr. Webb was 
senior engineer in charge of tank 
production at the Chrysler Corpo- 
ration’s arsenal at Detroit. 

He is survived by his wife, the 
former Olive Katherine Stires; a 
son, Eugene Webb, 87]6 Litzsinger 
drive, Brentwood, and a sister, 
Mrs. Mary Lytle, Joplin.

The $1 tickets state plainly: 
“This ticket will buy a dinner you 
will not eat” and go on to ex- 
plain: “The proceeds will be used 
to feed the starving people in 
liberated countries.” 

With each ticket is given a 
“menu” of the dinner which will 
not be held—here, at least. The 
menu, for the 12 meals the $1 tick- 
et will provide for some starving 
person, includes: 


Three-quarters cup of vegetable 
soup, made from powdered soup, 
85 calories; one-half pint of milk, 
made from dried whole milk, 170 
calories; two slices of bread, made 
from conserved wheat, 100 cal- 
ories, and navy beans, 135 calories. 
A footnote to the menu points out 
the meal costs about 8 cents and 
consists of 490 calories, while 2500 
calories daily is considered a mini- 
mum subsistence standard, 

The first 22 St. Louis public 
schools to report on collections for 
Famine Relief contributed a total 
of $951 to the campaign, it was 
announced yesterday. Contribu- 
tions included $165 by students at

PRUIEST AGAINST

SENT 10 MAYOR 


_ \Resolution by Civic Group 


of Metropolitan Feder- 
ation—Recall of Vati- 
can Envoy Urged. 


eA protest against gambling 
activities in the city, particularly 
in certain churches, was filed yes- 
terday with Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann by the Civic- Commisson of 
the Metropolitan Church Federa- 
tion. 

In a resolution sent to the 
Mayor, the commission said that 
although builders are not per- 


mitted to conduct raffles on a 
$10,000 house, the same practice 
sponsored by a church is con- 
sidered not only blameless but 
praisworthy. 

The resolution charged that 
gambling in the name of religion 
is “un-Christian, undemocratic, il- 
legal and demoralizing in the ex- 
treme.” It called on the Mayor 
and other law enforcement au- 
—— to enforce the gambling 
aw. 

A second resolution sent to the 
Mayor urged President Truman 
to recall Special Envoy Myron C. 
Taylor from the Vatican on the 
ground that his presence there is 
a violation of the principle of the 
separation of church and state. 
The resolution said the assign- 
ment-of Taylor to Rome was im- 
proper because Congress had not 
appropriated funds to support 
an American legation at the Vat- 
ican. 

The Rev. Rolland N, Dutton, 
pastor of the Delmar Baptist 
Church and chairman of the com- 
mission, said the first resolution 
was made to combat gambling 
which had become a common 
practice “of many churches both 
Catholic and Protestant.” 

The resolution, he said, had not 
yet. been adopted by the federa- 
tion but would be submitted to 
that group at its next meeting.

CURBS ON DELIVERES 


OF SOFT COAL EASED 


| Administration 
Permits Domestic Consumers 
to Receive More. 


WASHINGTON, June 15 (AP)— 
With bituminous coal production 
back near normal, the Solid Fuels 
Administration relaxed today its 
limitation on deliveries to domes- 
tic consumers. 


Domestic consumers, household- 
ers and others who ordinarily use 
storage facilities and who buy 
through retail dealers are now 
permitted to receive up to 60 per 
cent of the stipply they obtained 
between April 1, 1945, and 
31, 1946. 

Domestic consumers who do not 
ordinarily store soft coal still are 
limited to 10 days’ supply, or one 
truck load, This limitation had 
applied to all domestic consumers 
since May 31. 

Although officials of the Sotid 
Fuels Administration said the new 
60 per cent limitation undoubtedly 
will: be increased by a subsequent 
order, there still is no definite in- 
dication whether unlimited deliv~- 
eries will be permitted in the cur~ 
rent “fuel year,” which began 
April 1. 

In the last year, retailers were 
limited to 80 per cent of their re- 
ceipts in 1942. The retailers, in 
turned, passed on this reduction 
to their customers, ' 

The Solid Fuels Administration 
reported today that soft coal pro- 
duction in the week ended June 8 
totaled 12,650,000 tons, compared 
with 3,700,000 tons in the preced- 
ing week, and 11,973,000 tons in 
the corresponding week last year, 
It was the first week of full pro- 
duction since the beginning of the 
soft coal strike April 1. 

Pennsylvania anthracite produc- 
tion dropped to 46,000 tons in the 
figst week of the work stoppage 
in the hard coal mines. This com- 
pares with 749,000 tons in the pre- 
ceding week, and 1,265,000 tons 
in the corresponding week last 
year.

NEW YORK, June 15 (UP)— 
Yugoslavia renewed charges today 
‘before the United Nations Eco- 
nomic and Social Council that Eu- 
ropean camps for displaced per- 
sons and refugees were harboring 
Yugoslav war criminals and quis- 
lings and asked that a fact finding 
committee be created. 

Leo Mattes, Yugoslav represen- 
tative, proposed that the commit- 
tee conduct a field investigation 
to be composed of representa- 
tives of the United States, the 
United Kingdom, the U. 8. 8. R., 
France, Poland and Yugoslavia. 
His motion was seconded by Nico- 
lai Feonov, U. S. 8S. R. representa- 
tive, who said that the question 
of displaced persons had “acquired 
a political complexion.” 

Feonov, asserting that the Unit- 

ations should facilitate re- 
\—Patation of displaced persons and 
hasten the identification of war 
criminals, question the motives 
behind the opposition of “certain 
nations” to creation of a fact find- 
ing committee. Feonov said that 
objections had come from coun- 
tries with the fewest nationals in 
the displaced persons camps. 

John G. Winant, United States 
delegate, took exception to Feo- 
_ nov's remarks. The United States’ 

interest in the refugees, he said, 
“has always been only from a hu- 
manitarian standpoint, and never 
at any time has the United States 
used the plight of these displaced 
persons for political motives.” 

Winant called attention to a 
resolution his delegation had cir- 
culated, asking for the immediate 
creation of an international ref- 
ugee organization.

BRITISH ‘IMPOSED PEACE’ ® 
PLAN FOR INDIA READY 


English Mission Prepares Its ‘Last Word’ 


After Congress Party Persists 
in Objections. 


NEW DELHI, June 15 (AP)— 
The British Cabinet mission will 
announce tomorrow. its “last 
word” on Indian independence, 
probably, stating an “imposed 
peace” over the Congress party's 
objections to the proposed compo- 
sition of an interim government, 
an authoritative informant ‘ said 
today. 

The cabinet mission conferred 
for three hours today with Viceroy 
Lord Wavell after reliable sources 
said the Congress party had re- 
jected British proposals for parity 
between the Hindus and Moslems 
in the interim administration. Con- 
gress party objections ‘were re- 
ported also to the compulsory 
grouping of provinces during the 
transition period and to the par- 
ticipation of European delegates in 
India’s constitutional convention. 

The Moslem League, the other 
major though smaller Indian par- 
ty, has accepted the British inde- 
pendence proposals, while making 
it clear that the league still sought 
its ultimate goal of Pakistan, a 
separate moslem state. 

The authoritative informant de- 
clared that “once again Britain 
has been forced against its will 
to take decisive action. These 
weeks of misunderstanding and 
failure to agree (among the con- 
tending factions) cannot go on 
indefinitely.” He said letters ex- 
plaining the cabinet mission's po- 
sition will be sent to leaders of 
both the Congress party and the 
Moslem League. 

Details vf the new plan were 
not disclosed, but there were hints 
that Lord Wavell might either at- 
tempt the formation of a new gov- 
ernment, or call on an outstand- 
ine member of the Congress par- 
ty to name Hindu members of a 


nominated by the Moslem League 
head, :fdahomed Ali Jinnah. 


Cc. Rajagopalachari, former 
Congress party premier of Madras, 


conferred with the Congress par- 
ty working committee today.

PUZZLING MURDER 
OF ROYAL SERVANT 


Man Questioned in Killing of 
Greek King’s Former 
Housekeeper. 


LONDON, June 16 (AP)—Scot- 
land Yard detectives today ques- 
tioned a man picked up at Bright- 
on in tracking clues to the mys- 
terious killing of Miss Elizabeth 


MacLindon, 40-year-old former roy- 
al housekeeper to King George II 
of Greece. 

Her body, with a bullet wound 
in the neck, was found last night 
in a fashionable London house 
which she was preparing for the 
Ixing’s sister, Princess Catherine. 

A pathologist said Miss MacLin- 
don had been dead at least five 
days. Police theorized that she 
had been shot while trying to tele- 
phone, Police broke into the house 
after neighbors became suspicious 
when milk bottles collected on the 
doorstep. 

A confidential adviser to the 
Greek King confirmed that Miss 
MacLindon was the King’s former 
housekeeper and said she had 
been readying the house for the 
princess, who reached London 
from Cairo June 7. 

Neighbors said Miss MacLindon 
often had spoken of her royal 
connections, and that she had 


come from Brighton two months 
ago, living alone in the house. The 
man questioned by detectives to- 
day was detained in Brighton 
shortly after midnight. 

The woman’s body was found in 
a locked back room on the ground, 
floor of the three-story house in 
Chester Square, Westminster, part 
of the “Belgravia” neighborhood 
in which many titled persons live. 
The house formerly was occupied 
by Sir Henry Strakosch, a finan- 
cier and friend of Winston Church- 
ill. 


Neighbors on each side said 
they had not heard any shots. 
They said Miss MacLindon was a 
“high strung” woman who had 
had few visitors, and that she was 
extremely well dressed. 


“I don’t know how she got her 
superb dresses with all the coupon 
restrictions,” one remarked. 

King George’s adviser said he 
did not know whether the princess 
would go ahead with plans to 
move into the house. He did not 
give details of how long Miss Mac- 
Lindon had been the royal house- 
keeper.. ‘Reports which could not 
be confirmed immediately said 
she had also been employed in 
London by the American Red 
Cross during the war.

Ends Year’s Controversy. 


Adoption of the zoning code 
ends a controversy which had 
been going on for more than a 
year, while considerable uncon- 
trolled postwar development was 
getting under way. It leaves only 
numerous smali incorporated vil- 
lages without planning and zon- 
ing, as the larger suburban towns 
have these controls. 

Only two material changes were 
made in the effective code as 
compared with the one submitted 
by the old commission in the 
spring of 1945, 

One of these changes eliminated 
one of the five original types of 
single-family residential zones, the 
type calling for lot area of 10,000 
square feet, or almost a quarter 
of an acre. The County Court 
felt that insufficient provision was 
being made for masses of future 
population in the light of the 
vlanners’ estimates of populatior 
growth. This type covered only 
2 per cent of the unincorporated 
area, chiefly in strips along Lind- 
bergh boulevard south of Gravois 
road and south of Bridgeton and 
along the eastern end of Chambers 
road. It is now added to a zone 
for 7500 square foot lots, which 


‘The ‘notable change, 
applies to the extensive western 
and northern parts of the coun- 
ty, lying beyond the built-up su- 
burban fringe. The original plan 
would have made this the top 
single-family zone, with a lot mini- 
mum of three acres—country 
estates. The new code changed 
all of this to one-acre tracts, fol- 
lowing complaints from some real 
estate and building interests. 


In Nature of Compromise. 
However, the code, which is in 
the nature of a compromise ac- 
ceptable to many of the interested 
parties, preserves the idea of a 
zone for three-acre tracts, in two 
sections aggregating 7800 acres 
covering Babler State Park, Rock- 
woods (state) Reservation and » 
proposed enlargement of the lat- 
ter. 

“The County Court is definitely 
willing to create additional three- 
acre zones when the need is prop- 
erly shown for protection of giv- 
en areas,” Presiding Judge, Lu- 
man F. Matthews told the Post- 
Dispatch, “For example, Ladue 
doubtless will ask us to create 
some three-acre zones adjoining

Code Covers 57 Pages, 

The code covers 57 typewritten 
pages, setting down elaborate 
regulations along recognized mod- 
ern lines. No arrangements have 
been made yet for printed copies 
for public distribution. 

A provision of importance in 
the event, for example, a life in- 
surance company should under- 
take a large-scale housing project 
in the county is a novel “commu- 
nity unit plan.” This allows the 
owners of tracts of 20 acres or 
larger to obtain, under controls, 
permission for virtually special 
zoning to accommodate residential 
dévelopment, ‘either. multiple-fam- 
ily, two-family or single-family. 

No building, other than agricul- 
tural or public utility, may be 
erected, reconstructed or altered 
hereafter without a construction 
permit from the zoning enforce 
ment officer. Fees, going to the 
county treasury, are nominal. 
There is some question whether 
this arrangement will duplicate or 
supplant building permits as ob- 
tained heretofore from the asses- 
sor. This is one of the legal prob- 
lems remaining to be worked out. 


What is even more important is 

new provision for occupancy 
ermits from the enforcement of- 
icer, at $1. Except for agricul- 
tural and public utility purposes, 
no land shall be occupied or used, 
and no building. erected hereafter 
shall be occupied or used, until 
the officer issues an occupancy 
permit certifying compliance with 
the zoning code. Neither shal] 
use of any building be changed, 
except for single-family residen- 
tial purposes, without such a per- 
mit, 

‘This provision will allow fuller 
supervision than usual of compli- 
ance with zoning use require- 
ments. It is unique, not being in 
force in the city of St. Louis, 
and having been adopted so far 
in relatively few places. 

Under the new state law the 
enforcement officer is charged 
with administration of all the 
planning and zoning regulations. 
He is required to refer all viola- 
tions forthwith to the “general 
county attorney for appropriate 
action.” The act does not specify 
pealties for violations. 

Injunction Suits Planned. 

However, County Counselor Er- 
win F. Vetter is now preparing 
about 100 civil injunction suits to 
stop some of the numerous alleged 
violations of the comprehensive 
land subdivision regulations put 
into effect under the old commis- 
sion and still legally binding.

The use districts, in general, 
are so Complicated in location and 
outline, due to the size and vary- 
ing characteristics of the unincor- 
porated areas and the intrusion 
of the incorporated communities, 
that they cannot be intelligibly 
described in writing. The court 
order is forced to refer to a set 
of 30 large hand-drawn maps on 
view at the planning commission 
office, 7927 Forsythe boylevard, 
Clayton.

Protection for Airport. 


To protect Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, the prospective Columbia 
Bottoms major airport and other 
airports which are or may be 
established the code provides, in 
effect, that no building may be 
erected to a height of more, than 
30 feet above ground within 1000 
feet of the field boundary or more 
than 45 feet within the next 1600- 
foot surrounding area. This met 
with the approval of city aviation 
authorities, and it is hoped to get 
the three incorporated towns near 
Lambert field to enact a similar 
rule, 

The new planning commission 
will be permitted to have employes 
of its own and likely will call on 
Harland Bartholomew, nationally 
known planner, as a consultant. 
Bartholomew’s office formerly did 
the engineering work for the old 
commission. Among specific new 
fields of planning expected to be 
taken up are sewerage and trans- 
portation. 

All plans heretofore officially 
adopted under the old commission 
are ratified and kept in effect un- 
der the new state law, it was 
declared by Counselor Vetter, who 
drafted the new Jaw in co-opera- 
tion with Jackson County officials.

The new law continues the gen- 
eral purpose of two previous coun- 
ty planning enabling acts, dating 
back to 1939, particularly in giving 
adopted plans “master” or official 
Status, so that they are binding 
on future developments. It keeps 
control of zoning in the hands of 
the elective County Court of three 
members, but exempts agricultural 
property from zoning. In-general., 
it confers on the new commission 
all the various powers given coun- 
ty planning commissions under a 
1941 act. 

Pay Up to $10 a Meeting. 
Citizen members of the new com- 
mission may be paid up to $10 
per meeting for not more than two 
meetings monthly..

Lt. Cubage Convicted of 
Allowing ‘Unauthor- 
ized Punishment’ of 
Prisoners. 


BAD NAUHEIM, Germany, 
June 15 (AP)—A military court 
today convicted Lt. Granville Cu- 
bage of permitting “unauthorized 
Punishment,” including beating 
with clubs, on American soldier 
prisoners at Lichfield, England, 
fined him $250 and administered a 
reprimand. 

The tall, blond 27-year-old Lieu- 
tenant from Oklahoma City, 
Okla., the first officer to be con- 
victed in the Lichfield trials, 
flushed as the verdict was an- 
nounced by Col. Mastin G. White, 
Tyler, Tex., court president. His 
relief became increasingly obvious 
as he heard the court strike out 
one after another of the original 
counts against him. He had been 
accused of authorizing and per- 
mitting cruel and unusual punish- 
ment, including beatings of 38 
specifically named prisoners. 

The court, which had deliberated 
for three hours, modified radically 
the original charge, eliminating all 
reference to cruel or unusual pun- 
ishment, and clearing him person- 
ally of aiding in any improper 
punishment. 

The court held him guilty of 
“wrongfully and unlawfully per- 
forming his duties ag a prison of- 
ficer in that he authorized imposi- 
tion of unauthorized punishment, 
which punishment consisted of 
striking prisoners with clubs, forc- 
ing them to stand with nose and 
. toes against the wall for pro- 
tracted. periods and _ requiring

LONDON, June 15 (AP) — The 
International Committee for the 
Study of European Questions said 
today that Adolf Hitler abandoned 
his “scorched earth” policy in 1945 
in the belief that post-war politi- 
cal disagreement in Allied ranks 
would save German industry for 
the future, 

The committee in its report 
recommended the internationaliza- 
tion of the Ruhr as a safeguard 
against future aggression. The 
group, which is non-partisan, was 
formed 18 months ago to co-ordi- 
nate the efforts of Allied govern- 
ments and private individuals 
toward peace. Its report, made 
public here, was submitted to 
members of the foreign ministers’ 
conference in Paris. 

Hitler’s “scorched earth” decree 
to lay waste everything that could 
be cf value to the advancing Allied 


armies was issued March 19, 1945. 
The committee said that the 
Fuehrer gave way to the views of 


Nations.

ATOMIC SECRET 
AT TIME OF TEST 


Message “to 


Moscow Referred Also 
to Hiroshima Bombing 
3 Weeks Later. 


Editor’s Note: On Monday, June 
3, the Post-Dispatch carried on 
Page 1 a United Press story 
from the Canadian spy trial at 
Montreal, The headline said 
“Red Spies Got Atom Bomb 
Secrets and Test Plans, Charge 
at Canadian Trial.” The U.P. 
dispatch said a document from 
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the Russian embassy files pur- 
ported to show that the plans for 
the atomic bomb test at Los 
Alamos, N. M., and the compo- 
sition of the bomb had been 
forwarded to Moscow on July 9, 
1945, seven days before the Los 
Alamos test. The importance of 
this statement was obvious, but 
the Associated Press did not 
carry it that day. Subsequently 
the A.P. reported that the state- 
ment was made, as reported by 
the U.P., but that it was incor- 
rect as to date; that the docw 
ment went to Moscow after the 
Hiroshima bombing Aug. 6. Be 
cause of previous uncertainty 
and confusion, the Post-Dispatch 
asked the Associated Press for a 
clear and amplified statement 
of the facts. Here follows the 
A.P.'s response; 


MONTREAL, June 15 (AP) — 
Col. Nicolai Zabotin, former Rus- 
sian military attache in Ottawa, 
was careless about dating his doc- 
uments. This led to confusion in 
some quarters concerning the 
significance of papers introduced 
in evidence in the trial of Fred 
Rose, Communist member of the 
Canadian Parliament, who was 
convicted tonight of conspiracy to 
communicate to Russia informa- 
tion on the atomic bomb. 

At the June 3 session of the 
trial, Igor Gouzenko, former 
code clerk of the Soviet Embassy, 
who has become the prosecution's 
chief witness, identified a docu- 
ment as a telegram Zabotin had 
sent to “director” in Moscow and 
which contained these statements: 

“Tests of the atomic bomb 
were conducted in New Mexico. 

“The bomb thrown on Japan 
was made of uranium 235.” 

The prosecutor, after reading 
the. document, said: “Then the 
date, 9-7-457” 

Gouzenko “That's 
right.” 

The date was read in numbers. 
July was not mentioned by name 
in that session, 


From the numbers the deduc- 
tion was drawn by some persons 
in the courtroom that the tele- 
gram had been sent on July 9 and 
showed that the Russians were on 
the trail of atomic,.secrets even 
before the July 16 explosion of the 
first experimental bomb. This 
conclusion, however, ignored the 
document's reference to the New 
Mexico explosion in the past tense 
and also to the “bomb thrown on 
Japan,” which showed that it

Fred Heuser, St. Louls artist, 
attended sessions of the drama- 
tic trial of Lt. Gen. Tomoyuki 
“Yamashita in Manila last Decem- 
ber and made a series of sketches 
of the first war criminal to be 

executed. Heuse who worked 
five months oy "the Philippines 
and Japan as a member of 
the recreational staff of the 
United Service Organizations, re- 
turned here last month. He will 
leave July 8 for similar work in 
Europe. 
. Heuser’s studies of Yamashita 
were executed in a tense atmos- 
phere of camera flash-bulb illumi- 
nation, with Filipino witnesses 
shrieking and shaking with rage 
and hysteria as the impassive 
‘general retained his poise, almost 
expressionless under relentless 
cross-examination. Charges of tor- 
ture and.mass murder of help- 
less persons by the Japanese 
brought to the face of the ac- 
cused only a keen interest, with 
benign smiles for Japanese inter- 
preters. 

“Yamashita, more than most 
persons, had a dual nature,” 
Hetiser said yesterday. “He was 
the top military hero of his na- 
tion, a highly educated person. 
The defense established his gen- 
wine love for flowers. . 

“Yet his facial expressions at 
the trial showed ruthlessness and 
eallous indifference to human suf- 
fering and the most horrible 
wrongs. His character proved 
ence more the fallacy of the idea 
that esthetic development in a 
man precludes cruelty.” 

Heuser completed seven sketches 
ef the famous trial, including por- 
traits of the chief prosecutor, Maj.

Hardin Is 
Beaten in 


Fine Match

Teetering on the brink of dis- 
{iaster, 28year-old Jonas Weiss of 
Westwood became the _thirty- 
ninth Missouri State golf cham- 
pion yesterday at St. Louis Coun- 
try Club when he edged out Hord 
Hardin of Bellerive, 1 up after 
37 holes. 

As a knock-down and drag out 
battle, it was probably one of the 
greatest State championships in 
history. But Weiss’s brilliant 
start, with a three-under-par 32 
on the first nine, faded to a glim- 
mer in the afternoon. 

The second extra hole match 
in the 25 year period during 
which scoring records haye been 
kept was played through threat- 
ening weather. The gallery of a 
scant 300 persons was drenched 
for a brief period in the after- 
noon but rain generally was light. 
Hardin, a dark horse who ap- 
peared in the tournament with a 
good qualifying round and later 
eliminated the tournament-tough 
Bob Cochran and Elliott Whit- 
bread, changed character in the 
final when hé became a bulldog. 


Hardin a Battier. 

Although Weiss slipped to an 
80 after a first round 72 which 
was one over par, it was perhaps 
Hardin's fighfing qualities more 
than Weiss’s errors that extended 
the match to the thirty-seventh 
green. 

After double-match play rounds 
the last two days Weiss could be 
expected to tire on the home 
stretch of the final, and that he 
did. And he came close to losing 
his first State title. 

Once holding a five-up edge in 
the morning, and three up after 
the first 18 holes, Weiss was four 
up after 27 holes. On that third 
nine he beat off Hardin’s first 
comeback bid which reduced 
Weiss’s lead at one stage to a 
mere l-up score, 

But the 34-year-old lawyer, who 
played football in the same 
dogged style for the Washington 
University Bears more than 10 
years ago, didn’t give up, and on 


the final nine-hole stretch of the 
regulation distance he whittled 
away that four-hole lead of 
Weiss’s. 

In that comeback Hardin made 
one birdie but it didn’t do him 
any good, so in the final analysis 
it was Weiss’s bad shots that had 
him teetering on the brink, 

That Final Hole. 

The extra-hole saw Hardin land 
next to a tree on his second shot 
ahd make a great pitch out of the 
rough while leaning against the 
tree. Weiss was barely off the 
green in two, however, and he 
chipped on, After Hardin missed 
his. five-foot putt, Weiss sank a

ANTI-NEGRO DISCRIMINATION 
IN BUILDING TRADES CHARGED 


Discrimination against Negro 
building mechanics here is a ser- 
ious problem contributing to the 
general national shortage of 
workers required for the emer- 
gency housing program, the Ur- 
ban League said today. 

In a report on the employment 
of Negroes in the building trades 
in selected cities, the League said 
that training and apprentice op- 
portunities are rarely available in 
St. Louis. Washington Technical 
School, it said, is not permitted to 
teach carpentry, bricklaying, elec- 
tricity and other building trades 
subjects, 

The report commented that «a 
separate charter sought by Negro 
carpenters here from the Interna- 
tional office of the AFL United 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners wag refused by top offi- 
cers of the union, It charged sev- 
eral of the building trades unions 
throughout the country with 
either excluding Negroes alto 
ether or limiting the number em- 
ployed in their respective fields,

A Hasty Conclusion. 


It would therefore appear that 
American liberals and progressives 
should make common cause with 
the Communists, should welcome 
them into their political organiza- 
tions, and should heap scorn and 
abuse on anyone who advises oth- 
erwise. But this would be too 
hasty a conclusion. Actually the |, 
Communists are far more of 8 
threat to the democratic left in 
America than to the reactionary 
right. They represent a threat to 
the nation only in the sense that 
their success in achieving influ- 
ence and power within liberal or- 
ganizations serves to delay, and 
may even prevent, the develop 
ment of that powerful coalition of 
democratic and progressive forces 
which alone can make certain that 
it can’t Happen here. 

Far too many well-intentioned 
and well-motivated liberals, es- 
pecially those who are young in 
age or in experience, fail to under- 
stand how a small number of 
Communists can assume dispro- 
portionate influence in large or- 
ganizations. The rude lessons of 
August.and September 1939 after 
the Nazi-Soviet pact, when honest 
anti-fascists woke up to find their 
organizations going all-out against 
the “imperialist” war, have long 
since been forgotten. Liberals may 
have to learn all over again by ex- 
perience, When they do, they will 
discover that the strength of 
the Communists derives from a 
number of factors of which a few 
can be briefly enumerated and 


analyzed. 


Communist Strength. 


In the first place, the size of 
the Communist party must be 
evaluated relatively. Compared to 
the entire population, the 80,000 to 
100,000 membership that is claimed 
is insignificant. But it is seldom 
realized that this membership, 
’ gmall as it thay seem, is never- 
theless larger than that of any 
comparable political organization 
on the left in the country. In ad- 
dition to the dues-paying members 
and their families, there are the 
various degrees of fellow travel- 
ers, ranging from those who read 
the Communist press faithfully 
and follow it, to the more casual 
innocents who accept the party 
line for reasons of personal or po- 
litical association. 

One of the special aspects of the 
Communist membership is its al- 
most complete anonymity. Ex- 
cept for William Z. Foster and the 
other members of the national 
committee, few of the members 
admit their affiliation. 
of the social and economic handi- 
caps which open membership 
the Communist party has in this 
country, the denial of affiliation 
may well be justified. We are 
stating the phenomenon, not judg- 
ing it. However the fact may be 
judged morally, this anonymity 
presents a real problem to a pro- 
gressive organization when it is 
being infiltrated, especially in view 
of the fact that the mere mention 
of the word “Communist” is suf- 
ficient cause for complete ostra- 
cism from some liberal circles, 

The Communist membership is 
not only anonymous, it is probably 
more highly disciplined than any 
other group in the country. Com- 


Because) 
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psychological and physical. Once 
the leadership has taken a posi- 
tion, there is no questioning by| & 
individuals or groups within the 
organization. In any mixed group 
of Communists and non-Commu- 
nists it will suffice for one of the 
Communist leaders to make a mo-| § 
tion, and every Communist present 
will support that motion vigorous- 
ly and without question. Psycho- 
logically the individual Communist 
has trained himself to accept such 
discipline, so that he can without 
blushing take a position one day 
which he has vigorously opposed 
the day before. 

Even physically a Communist is 
prepared to go where he is sent. 
Frequently the party may send 
individuals into specific groups 
with specific instructions, even if 
this means moving to a different 
part of the country. 

Such discipline rests largely on 
the unquestioned faith which the 
Communist feels in his organiza- 
‘tion and in his cause. This faith, 
accompanied by a fanatic devotion 
and courage, is perhaps the great- 
est strength of the Communist 
parties throughout the world. To 
a great extent the faith stems 
from the conviction that the Sov- 
jet Union, that one-sixth of the 
earth to which such religious de- 
votion is attached, is the great 
fatherland of the oppressed of 
the world, and that it therefore 
becomes the sacred duty of every 
Communist to defend the interests 
of the fatherland. 


Consecrated to Tasks. 


Because of this faith,.Commu- 
nists are among the hardest work- 
ers, accept the toughest assign- 
ments, and naturally are given 
important responsibility in any 
organizations in which they may 
function. There is much to be 
commended in the Communists’ 
consecration to their tasks; cer- 
tainly the progressive movement 
needs such active devotion. But 
the difficulty lies in the - fact 
that when the Communist is 
given a position of responsi- 
bility, he invariably and quite 
naturally uses it to solidify con- 
trol of the organization and to 
further his party’s political pro- 
gram, Fortunately or unfortu- 
nately there are many good 
progressives in America who en- 
joy week ends in the country with 
their families, evenings at the 
movies, and even bridge from 
time to time, despite the fact that 
they favor OPA, want a perma- 
nent Fair Employment Practice 
Committee and don’t like Con- 
gressman Soandso, 


The Communist, party in Amer- 
ica, with its disciplined and con- 
secrated followers, is not only 
anonymous in its membership; its 
anonymity extends to certain as- 
pects of its political functioning. 
While the party has a life of its 
own and expresses its ideas pub- 
licly in the Dai'y Worker and 
other official pul: cations, for the 
most part it operates through 
other political organizations. For 
many years now, with an increas- 
ing number of exceptions since 
Foster replaced Earl Browder, 
the Communists have offered few 
candidates for public office under 
the Tommunist label.

6 WwW HAT business is it of Missouri’s 
what Mississippi does?’’a young 
merchant in Jackson asked me. 

I murmured that both states were parts of 
a federal union and that what affected eith- 
er affected both. But he was not listen- 
ing, and I had known that he would not be 
listening. His attention was elsewhere. He 
was remembering with the long memory of 
the South since Reconstruction, hearing the 
voices of the strong men who ran out the 
carpet-baggers and counseled their people 
always to have strong leaders or the despoil- 
ers would return. 

A memory phenomenally long and miracu- 
lously keen! In these years when the as- 
pirations of the whole world are being re- 
born, the southern historian is surely ex- 
ploring the widest reaches of the past, to 
throw light on the momentous changes that 
are about to break upon his land and peo- 
ple. But no. In fhe Southern Historical 
Association, one of the largest and most in- 
fluential learned societies in the South, the 
subject of the vast majority of the work be- 
ing done today is still the Civil War. It is 
as if the United States, for all the world- 
shaking problems that claim its attention, 
were still obsessed with the bitterness of 
the Revolution, and based all its foreign 
policy on the fear that the British would try 
to come back some day and set fire to the 
capital again. 

“The Sonth likes strong’ leaders,” says a 
university professor in Nashville, ‘Its. dem- 
agogues have usually been men of educa- 
tion and strength.’’ A young newspaper 
man from Georgia says it‘ another way: 
“Lots of people in Georgia want Eugene 
Talmadge back. They say they had no la- 
bor trouble when he was governor and 
ever’ body knew their place—just ever’body.”’ 
‘The desire for strength goes to just about 
the extreme limit. It leads southerners to 
accept bosses, like Crump of Memphis and 
Byrd of Virginia, and to support men they 
are actually ashamed of, like Bilbo. 


People’s Complacency 
Perpetuates Machine. 


The Crump machine has many physical 
devices that perpetuate it, but its spiritual 
basis is the complacency of the people of 
Memphis, the prevailing willingness to hand 
over the rights and duties of citizenship to a 
strong man. Byrd, with his wasteful state 
machine and his block-busting, undiscrimi- 
nating attacks on federal expenditures, finds 
spiritual acceptance in southern hearts be- 
cause, as a young psychiatrist from Alabama 
says: *‘The federal government is an evil. 
I favor as little of it as possible” Even the 
rednecks from the backwoods listen to Bilbo 
with something of condescension on their 
faces, and believe only part of what he tells 
them. “Bilbo has a great many supporters 


Disciplined Group. 
In their legislative work or in 


their advocacy of a foreign policy 
program they seldom issue public 
statements to the press, appear in 
their own name before Congres- 
sional committees, or in general 
follow the ordinary public rela- 
tions procedures of most political 
groups, right, left, or center.

course he’s a disgrace to the state but he’s 
doing a fine job at Washington.” 

Perhaps the first fact about the political 
mind of the southerner is that it is hyper- 
sensitive. Listen to a university professor 
from Tennessee: “I laugh when the North 
complains about the McKellars, because it 
brought them about. The South has a feel- 
ing of insecurity. We never know what 
we can expect from the federal government. 
The attitude of the North is that nothing 
good can come out of the South. The South 
feels very keenly the distrust it encoun- 
ters. 


“I often compare the South with Ireland. 
There is no other region in which there are 
80 many incalculables about life, especially 
about life as part of the federal union. The 
South ts the most tolerant part of the United 
States, far and away. Yet it is not allowed 
to make the contribution it could make, 
because of the misunderstanding and dis- 
trust of the North and Midwest and other 
parts of the country.” 


Southerners Loath 
to Examine Prejudices. 


. Because they are hypersensitive, most 
southerners have simply closed their minds. 
They don’t wish to re-examine their preju- 
dices, but on the contrary\are altogether 
pleased with them. They isolate themselves 


‘consciously from the movement of ideas that 


takes in, to one degree or another, all the 
rest of the nation. A boyhood friend who 
would regard it as being untrue to his 
raising to entertain any new idea about the 
basic problems of the South tells me: “You 
ought to read a book I am reading about 
social equality. You've read books on the 
subject by northerners, now here’s one 
that’s written from the southern point of 
view. I didn’t buy it to find out whether 
I was right. I bought it to find out why 
I was right.” Or as a sociologist in one of 
the. leading universities of the South ex- 
Plains wryly: “‘We want our histories to 
tell the truth, the whole truth and nothing 
but the truth—from the southern point of 
view.” 


The closed mind is hostile to any criti- 
cism from any source. It is least so toward 
criticism by fellow-southerners—but enough 
even there. “Of course you know that 
criticism of the South, te be effective, must 
come from within the South, and from 
southerners,” says a college professor in 
Mississippi. “But if a southerner were run- 
ning a publication in the South, in which 
he expressed liberal ideas on, say, the Negro 
qvestion, he would be in danger of being 
lynched, for a few years at least.”” When 
it is someone other than a _ southerner 
who tries to reason about such things, the 
usual reaction is more violent still: “Why 
doesn’t the North. mind its own damned 
business?”’ and “Outsiders can’t tell insiders

Probably the best analysis that has ever 
been made of southern ways of thinking— 
and non-thinking—is contained in a book 
entitled “‘The Mind of the South,” written 
by the late W. J. Cash, who was the chief 
editorial writer of the Charlotte (N.C.) 
News. Cash looked on the South, ante and 
post bellum, with a realistic and cosmopoli- 
tan eye. He wrote about it in beautiful and 
witty, Cabellian prose. He was completely 
unbamboozled and unterrified by the facts. 


Great Ferment Now 
Going on in the South. 


His book, first published in 1941, since 
out of print, and just republished, should be 
read by everyone who wants to understand 
southerners, including, particularly, south- 
erners themselves. It may be indicative of 
the deep engrainment of the past in the 
mind of the South that Cash himself, when 
he came to die in Mexico City the year his 
book was published, did so under the delu- 
sion that he was being pursued by carpet- 
baggers. 

The most considerable ferment since Re- 
construction is going on in the South today. 
Nobody knows what will come out of it, but 
everyone agrees that it is hound to be 
momentous. The economic changes that are 
in process would be significant enough by 
themselves. So would the political changes. 
Together they make a portent whose sweep 
can only be guessed at. The attitudes that 
have made the South almost a foreign land 
te the rest of the nation may be modified 
or even done away with. 

The first thing that is happening is the 
actual enfranchisement of new voters in 
the South. Principally it is because of the 
supreme court’s decision that Negroes must 
be admitted to Democratic primaries, but 
there are other contributing causes too; 
the enfranchjsement of 18-year-olds in 
Georgia and South Carolina, the repeal of 
the poll tax in Georgia, and the return of 
great numbers of soldiers who are not re- 
quired to pay poll tax as a prerequisite to 
voting in the poll tax states. 

The more enthusiastic believe that the 
admission of Negroes to Democratic pri- 
maries, together with the PAC drive to get 
them to register and vote, will revolutionize 
southern politics overnight. It is not as 
simple as all that. 

As the more skeptical heads point out, 
Negroes have been voting in the Demo- 
cratic primaries in Kentucky, North Caro- 
lina, Oklahoma, Tennessee and Virginia for 
some time, and politics in those states 
hasn’t been revolutionized yet. Not even 
there have Negroes registered in consider- 
able numbers. There are counties in Vir- 
ginia in which not more than two Negroes 
are registered. 


Talmadge Does Not 
Fear Poll Tax Repeal.

In a state where the Democrats 
have a majority of almost a mil- 
lion in party registration, the Re- 
publican governor—who ran as a 
“non-partisan”—is the first Cali- 
fornia governor to be re-elected 
since Hiram Johnson battled the 
domination of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad. And he shattered 
a precedent by winning both pri- 
maries, 

What political magic enabled 
Warren to achieve this feat? 


Kenny’s Analysis. 


Attorney General Robert W. 
Kenny, the defeated Democratic 
candidate, a former newspaper re- 
porter with a keen political in- 
sight, offered this simple explana- 
tion: “The chief factor in War- 
ren’s victory was Warren himself. 
He is well liked, and the people 
apparently wanted safe govern- 
ment in this period of insecurity.” 

As Republican and Democratic 
politicos are well aware, “safe 
government in this period of in- 
security” is a commodity with a 
vast potential national market. 

Earl Warren, its exponent, is a 
cautious, deliberate salesman who 
weighs his political moves with 
the same cool calculation that he 
applied to murder prosecutions 
during his 13 years as Alameda 
county district attorney. 

The Warren technique of prose- 
cution was devoid of drama and 
forensics. He doggedly and de- 
terminedly presented one cold fact 
after another to his juries, and he 
won convictions through hard 
work and overwhelming evidence 
rather than emotional oratory or 
brilliant courtroom tricks. 


His administration as governor, 
which California voters from the 
High Sierra to the tidelands so 
enthusiastically indorsed, has been 
similarly steady and free of in- 
spirational~ outbursts, Warren's 
regime has also been marked by 
an observance of his pledged 
word, and a refusal to compromise 
the principle of nonpartisanship 
in appointments to state offices. 


Confers With Opponents. 


“I will appoint the best quali- 
fied man to every state office, re- 
gardless of his party affiliation,” 
Warren promised when he was 
first elected governor in 1942. 

Leaders of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, who had vigor- 
ously opposed his candidacy, were 
astounded when the victor invited 
them to a conference. 

“T,ook,” Warren told them, “I 
know you were against me, but 
the election is over now, You're 
stuck with me for four years, and 
I’m stuck with you. I need your 
help, and you need mine. I want 
you to feel free to come to me 
with any suggestions for legisla- 
tion or appointments.” 

The AFL men did—nervously at 
first, but then with increasing con- 
fidence. The Governor never failed 
to give them a respectful hearing, 
and included many of their pro- 
posals in his legislative program. 
Paul Scharrenberg, a former State 
AFL president, was named direc- 
tor of a reorganized department of 
industrial relations. 

This consideration paid off dur- 
ing the recent primary campaign. 
When the CIO Political Action 


Committee mobilized its full 
strength in an effort to oust War- 
charging him with being a

Obvious pride rings through the 
Governor's normally level voice as 
he speaks the name of his native 
state. California's problems pro- 
vided the avenue for his closest 
approach to a public discussion of 
national and international issues 
since he pleaded for war unity and 
an economic philosophy of plenty 
in his keynote address to the 1944

“ “The solution of state problems 
will never be found in narrow 
partisanship, any more than 
world problems can ‘be solved by 
extreme nationalism,” he said in 
his primary finale. “They will 
never be solved by extremists who 
are more interested in agitation 
than accomplishment.” 

Warren added that “TI have not 
been and will not be shoved out 
of position by the pressure of ex- 
tremists from either the right or 
the left.” 

His position is close to center, 
although his foes have accused 
him of advocating socialistic 
measures, as well as of being a 
“reactionary.” 

The cry of socialism was raised 
when Warren, convinced that 
wage earners were being penal- 
ized too much financially when 
members of their families became 
ill, forcefully advocated enactment 
of atate legislation providing 
health insurance financed by a 
payroll tax. 

“Legislation of this type would 
have helped me _ tremendously 
when I was raising my family of 
five children,” Warren declared. 
(He also has a sixth adopted son.) 

Opposition of the California 
Medical Association, which raised 
a tidy war chest to defeat the 
measure, succeeded in blocking its 
passage. 

Assemblyman Albert C. Wollen- 
berg of San Francisco, the Gov- 
ernor’s floor leader, says that 
Warren could have pushed his bill 
through the legislature with cer- 
tain amendments had he been 
willing to “make some political 
deals on the side.” 


Respect for Experts. 


“But Warren doesn’t do business 
with the legislature that way,” 
Wollenberg said. “He is willing te 
and com- 
promise for half a loaf when he 
can’t get all, but he won't trade 
patronage or agree to sign a 
lobby-backed bill just to get what 
he wants in another field.”

These*words by Correspondent Leland Stowe 


: might well be carved, not in stone, but in the 


minds of the Foreign Ministers of the Big Four 
now meeting in Paris to lay the groundwork for 
peace treaties for World War II. Because the 
universal longing for peace has been clouded in 
recent months by international misunderstand- 
ings and disputes, peoples and statésmen alike 
are forgetting that atomic war, rather than any 
one ration or group of nations, is the ultimate 
challenge to civilization. ; 

Rugsia and the Western powers, divided by 
disagreements on the shape of the postwar world, 
are growing apart. What has happened? 

Look first at Soviet moves which have dis- 
turbed the West. 

Russia, during and after the war, annexed 
273,000 square miles of territory with nearly 
25,000,000 population. Its aggressive penetra- 
tions of adjoining territories were made in most 
cases by unilateral action before the United Na- 
tions was formed, and these vast areas are now 
locked from view by what Churchill has called 
“the iron curtain.” Not by national plebiscites 


‘put because of Soviet expansion, 25,000,000 peo- 


ple are néwly living within the Russian sphere. 
To what extent this expansion might be excused 
by Russia’s understandable desire to protect its 
borders against future attack is debatable. 


Failure of Last Paris Meeting 


In the dispute over Iran, Russia deliberately 
violated a treaty in which it solemnly pledged 
to remove Soviet troops by a certain date. There 
is every reason to believe that Russia aided and 
encouraged, if indeed it did not foment the Azer- 
baijah insurrection. When the Security Council 
of the United Nations placed the question of Iran 
on its agenda, Mr. Gromyko, the Russian dele- 
gate, stalked out of the meeting and remained 
away while the dispute was being considered. 


In the treatment of Manchuria, it is evident 
that Russia, without consulting the Allies, looted 
the land of its industry, both Chinése and Japa- 
nese, and withdrew, leaving for its ally, China, 
an empty carcass. The stripping of Manchuria 
was an act of banditry, all the more ruthless for 
being committed by a world power and an ally 
of China during the war. 

The failure of the last Paris conference, de- 
scribed in detail by Secretary of State Byrnes, 
was largely the fault of Russia, whose delegates 
blocked nearly every major proposal made by the 
Americans, When Mr. Byrnes, in good faith, of- 
fered a four-power pact for the disarmament of 
Germany, his proposal was viciously attacked, for 
reasons which afe not known, in the Moscow 
press. If the Russians had reasons fdr not want- 
ing the pact, they should have stated them 
through diplomatic channels. As it was, the 
misinformed Russian people, fed through their 
controlled press, were coached to greater dislike 
and distrust of the Western powers. 


Soviet ‘Aloofness 


Granting that Russia has an interest in the 
Middle East and granting that the Soviet’s land- 
locked mass has a claim to warm-water ports, 
her threatening gestures toward Turkey cannot 
be condoned. Machinery has been set up in the 
United Nations for the orderly handling of in- 
ternational claims, 

Russia has refused to consider reopening the 
great Danube River to the free traffic of the 
countries through which it flows, causing one of 
Europe’s means of communication to be locked 
except to a Russian key. What a contrast the 
Suez and Panama Canals provide! 

The aloofness of the Soviet Union has resulted 
in its failure to join many agencies set up for 
international co-operation. Without Russia's sup- 
port these organizations cannot avoid a regional 
rather than global approach of the problems un- 
der their consideration. The resultant weaken- 
ing of these agencies is apparent, John Foster 
Dulles, in Life Magazine, points out that Rus- 
sia has not yet joined the International Mone- 
tary Fund and the International Bank for Recon- 
struction and Development, the United Nations 
Food and Agricultural Organization, the Provi- 
sional International Civil Aviation Organization, 
the United Nations Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization, the Emergency Economic 
Committee for Europe, and the European Coal 
Organization. It has not yet accepted our invi- 
tation to attend a conference preparatory to the 
establishment of an International Trade Organ- 
ization. 

Why this aloofness? 


Bias of the Russian Press 


In Korea insurmountable obstacles have been 
met by American forces in the South attempting 
to co-ordinate policy with the Russian occupiers 
in the North, There are evidences that Russia 
has withdrawn industrial equipment from the 
northern area and that it intends permanent 
separatism for northern Korea in spite of prom- 
ises that that unhappy country was to be given 
its freedom. , 

The Russian press, constantly hostile toward 
the Western democracies, grossly misrepresents 
them to the Russian people. The desire for last- 
ing peace which motivates our international re- 
lations has been cynically labeled imperialism. 
What could be further from the truth? The list 
of major acts by Riisia which have aroused 
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American misgivings in recent months could be 
prolonged. Minor irritations, too, may be picked 
at random. 

Soviet aircraft have repeatedly threatened 
American planes. Russian aircraft fired on and 
forced down @ B-29 near Kanko, Korea. They 
forced down a C-47 at Grossenheim, Germany, 
and held the crew incommunicado for four days. 
A B-17, lost en route to Korea, was forced down 
by two Soviet fighters. 


What is the explanation for the threatening 
speed runs by two Soviet planes at Gen. Clark’s 
pérsonal plane over Vienna? An Army Air Force 
Major, forced down in Soviet Korea, was third- 
degreed under hot blue lights about the atomic 
bonib and radar. : 


Other Side of the Medal 


Soviet Russia’s inordinate suspicions, its chip- 
on-the-shoulder attitude, its unilateral actions, 
its stubbornness at meetings of Foreign Min- 
isters and the United Nations, its aggressive 
penetration of adjoining territories—all these 
have brought about a virtual diplomatic war be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain on 
the one hand and Russia on the other. 


Of course, there are two sides to the medal. 


Look now at what the Western powers may 
have done to arouse Russian misgivings and to 
cause their failure to join agencies for inter- 
national co-operation. _ 

For a long period after the Russian revolu- 
tion, the Soviet Union was virtually a pariah 
among nations, Armed rebellions against it were 
organized and financed by the Western powers, 
The United States sent a force to Archangel, 
Soviet memories of this interfererice are long, 
and properly so. , 

For years Russia was denied admittance to the 
League of Nations, and not until President Roose- 
velt took office was the Soviet Union recognized 
by the United States. For years, under the lead- 
ership of Maxim Litvinov, Russia attempted in 
vain to set up a system of collective security 
in Europe, the Western powers resisting. When 
Hitler and Mussolini practiced modern warfare 
by intervening in Spain before World War II, 
Russia went to the aid of the Loyalists, but 
Britain, France and the United States refused 
to do so. 


More Causes for Suspicion 


When Chamberlain and Daladier went to Mu- 
nich to negotiate a European settlement with 
Hitler and Mussolini and shamelessly abandoned 
Czechoslovakia, Russia was the only great power 
excluded from the conference. Moreover, there 
were evidences that Chamberlain's policy, was to 
pit Germany against Russia and thus avoid a 
conflict between the Western powers and Nazism. 

When Hitler attacked Russia in June, 1941, 
Soviet forces made their long, costly withdrawal 
to Stalingrad where they were the first to stop 
the Germans. After the slow, bloody fight back 
across the scorched earth to Germany, the Rus- 
sians have reason to feel keenly that the West- 
ern world is in their debt for their military 
prowess and for the immense sacrifices that Rus- 
sia made for the Allied cause. 

Perhaps the biggest fear that grips Soviet Rus- 
sia is our possession of the atomic bomb—and that 
is understandable, Would we not feel deeply 
apprehensive if the secrets were held by Russia 
and not by us? Yet, if the Russian people un- 


derstood us, they would realize that the American 


people and the British people do not want to 
use the atomic bomb except in self-defense. 
Moreover, Russia should give full weight to the 
hard thinking we are doing—as shown in the 
Lilienthal report—toward an international con- 
trol of atomic energy. Now that the substance 
of the Lilienthal report has been laid before 
the UN Atomic Energy Commission by Bernard 
Baruch, will Russia accept it in good faith? 

So, at many actions of Great Britain and our- 
selves—such as our acquisition of bases in the 
Pacific or the stationing of British troops in 
Greece—the Soviet Union looks askance. 


Supreme Task of Statesmen 


But the Western powers are making a sincere 
effort to safeguard world peace through the 


' United Nations. And despite our many conces- 


sions to Russia, including a grant of over nine 
billion dollars’ worth of lend-lease aid during the 
war, the Soviet Union goes its lone-wolf way. 


Russia must be made to understand that it 
will have to meet the Western powers half-way, 
lest there be two worlds instead of one. The 
consequences of two worlds—of an Eastern world 
dominated by Russia and a Western world led by 
the United States—could be infinitely tragic. 


Let the statesmen who are now in Paris con- 
template the universal desire in ordinary men 
for peace. Let the representatives of the West-, 
ern powers and of Russia review the causes of 
their misgivings in order to dispel them. Let 
them remember that the Soviet Union existed 
from 1917 in the same world with the so-called 
capitalistic democraciés and that a way must be 
found, preferably through the United Nations, 
to keep both systems in one world. The alterna- 
tive would lead inevitably to conflicts, and con- 
flicts could too easily lead to the intolerable 
tragedy of war. 

Above the immediate issues of today’s Paris 
conference, let the Government of Soviet Rus- 
sia as well as the Governments of Great Britain 
and the United States remember at all times in 
their deliberations that civilization in this atomic 
age cannot endure a third world war. 
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Our Educational Failure in Germany 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Americans are .dcing disgracefully little to stamp out Nazi ideas 
among German youth, educator says; we lack a plan, textbooks or 
teacher-training program; defeatism hinders our policy; meanwhile 
Russians work to teach Communism to young people in their zone.

The aging teacher was lecturing on Ger- 
man ‘history to his overcrowded class of 
about 75 eight-year-old boys. When his lec- 
ture ended, a sly smile broke on his face. 


“Boys,” he said, “I have told you that 
the dreams of German so-called imperial- 
ists as personified by Bismarck are evil. 
Very evil. The Americans have asked us 
to say that and we are saying it—ags long 
as the American flag is here.” 

It was the way he said it that brought 
a very German laugh from the class. 

An American witnessed the incident and 
reported it. But it is difficult to arrest an 
old German teacher for smiling. Anyway, 
there is nobody to take his place. So he 
stays on, teaching his brand of history. 

And so too aré many others, for we are 
doing disgracefully little to stop them. In 
the re-education of German youth, in the 


. redemption of the beaten, warped and pros- 


tituted German mind, the American occu- 
pation is meeting its gravest challenge and, 
thus far, its most tragic failure. 


Consider firat the woefully inadequate 
wize of the educational program currently 
under way. According to official figures 
issued by the Military- Government Infor- 
mation Service in Germany, American ter- 
ritory has 1,773,883 students to date. The 
total population of that territory is ap- 
proximately 17,000,000, of whom about 7,- 
000,000 are below the age of 18. Certainly 
more than one-fourth of them ought to be 
accommodated, 


What Americans Have Done 


Even under present enrollment, however, 
the shortage of teachers is extreme. In 
Bavaria, Wuertemberg and Gross-Hesse we 
have only one teacher for every 80 stu- 
dents and, at that, most of the classes are 
staggered to meet a few hours every other 
day. The authorities estimate that we lack 
about 12,000 teachers. 


We have half-heartedly opened a few so- 
called Pedagogical Institutes for the train- 
ing of teachers. Four of these, with an ap- 
proximate enrollment of 300, were func- 
tioning after a fashion when last I talked 
to authorities in charge of this project. But 
the Institutes have no unified program. 


There is no policy for educational devel- 
opment of either teacher or pupil in the 
American zone in Germany—no plan, no 
organized process... There is no authority, 
no spirit, no conviction, no heart in the 
undertaking. We are providing no con- 
structive suggestions, no positive inspira- 
tion. We are certainly not making allies 
out of the German teachers, nor friends 
out of the German children. 


One Reader for All Pupils 


Then there is the question of books. The 
number of books available in the American 
zone is indicated by the following letter 
which I recently received from Munich: 

“T am mailing you today THE German 
textbook. Miss Ali Britzelmayer of the Ba- 
varian Ministry of State Instruction and 
Culture brought me the book. 

“Ts that all you could lay your hands 
on?’ I asked. 

“And she said, ‘That is the only reader 
they have. Every pupil uses it, whether 
he is just beginning or finishing school,’” 

On page 4§ of this reader appears a 
poem which Wuakes me wonder how thor- 


‘ oughly the officials entrusted with censor- 


‘ing the book, a poor reprint from a 1930 
edition, studied it—or, whether they could 
read German at all. A translation runs: 


a BUT HANS! 
But,. Hans, why ate you crying? 

Shame on you for making such a face. 
Remember, little girls may cry, 

But boys? Never. Not in any case. 


You say.that Fritz slapped you? 
For Heaven's sake, why didn’t you use 
self-defense? 
Did you forget you have a gun, a helmet, 
and a sword? 
Come, stop your tears. They don't make 
any sense, 


Will a poem Nkeé that change and improve 


the thinking of German children, imbued 
with diabolically fanatic Nazi theories of 
surly bullying, Spartan endurance for the 
sake of the party and power worship? 


How Soviets Remake’ Minds 


Another government in Germany is work- 
ing diligently and efficiently to remake 
Teutonic minds, The Soviet educational 
program is as inclusive as ours is fragmen- 
tary, as dynamic as ours is’ listless. 


The Russian Government's new decree 
establishes teacher-training schools. With- 
in six months, 25600 well indoctrinated grad- 
uates of these schools will begin: work in 
German classérooms. 7 - 


Other aspects of the Soviet educational 
plan were already well under way. In 10,- 
000 schools in the Russian gone, teachers 
who had already convinced the Rusésian 
authorities of their communistic sympa- 
thies were instructing 2,500,000 German chii- 
dren, using 28 different kinds of textbooks. ° 


At the same time, the Soviet authorities * 


were making heroic efforts along addition- 
al lines to extend the grip of their schools 
on Germany's youth. The entire cemplicat- 
ed German school system is being stream- 
lined by the Russians into four years of 
elementary school and four years of sec- 


ondary school, thus breaking down the in- - 


equality that used to exist in Germany be- 
tween so-called popular education and edu- 
cation for the more privileged classes. 


Excuses From Washington 


While education—and indoctrination— 
forge ahdad in the Russian gone, the pov- 
erty of American efforts is permitting a 
rising unrest to spread through German 
youth in our territory. 

I talked to members of the State Depart- 
ment and to Civil Affairs officials in Wash- 
ington about the lack of policy for Ger- 
man re-education. I was told by several 
officials that they attributed the lack of 
action in this field te lack of unified pub- 
lic opinion in our country, lack of person- 
nel in Germany, lack of a unified plan, 
But I also heard something else: 

“T don’t think we can change the tradi- 
tion of the Germans, nor their thinking,” 
one spokesman said. 

Would we have won the war if this 
kind of defeatism had obsessed our think- 
ing? Can we keep the peace with it?

Learning the Hard Way 


“The Education of a Correspondent,” by Herbert 
L. Matthews, (Harcourt, Brace & Co., New York.) 
When Mr. Matthews in 1935-36 covered 

the Ethiopian War for the New York 

Times, he was pro-Fascist in sympathy. In 

due course, and by the “hard way,” he 

learned to detest Fascism, and this book 
is a candid account of that educational 
process, The course of study included 

Spain's Civil War, a year in India and the 

campaigns in Italy and Southern. France, 

It was so thorough an education that one 

of the book's final chapters is as keen and 

scathing an anti-Fascist document as one 

is likely to find anywhere. ° 
The author confesses that hig early ad- 

miration of Fascism was based partly on 

ignorance and partly on the appeal of its 
mock heroics. He liked the Italian people, 
among whom he had lived as a student, 
and he thought Italy as much entitled to 
colonial expansion as the earlier land-grab- 
bing powers had been. If the Italians want- 
ed Fascism, sae was their business. 

- * 


After celebrating with his Italian friends 
their glorious victory over the Ethiopian 
tribesmen, Matthews learned in Spain that 
Fascism (and Nazism) were not going to 
“let live” so far as the democracies were 
concerned. <As a correspondent with the 
Loyalists, he underwent what he termed a 
“conversion” in witnessing their fight for 
liberty against Franco’s forces and his 
Axis allies. Political indifference was dis- 
placed by ‘hatred for both Fascists and 
their appeaser friends. The Allied task in 
World War II, Matthews feels, was far 
greater because Spain and Czechoslovaki 
were sold out to Fascism. 

As Times correspondent In Rome from 
1939 to 1942, Matthews had a ringside seat 
to witness Mussolini’s preparation for war 
and his blundering conduct of its early 
stages. Released from internment by an 
exchange of correspondents, he was next 
sent to India for a year. Always a care- 
ful investigator, never accepting ready-made 
doctrines or labels, Matthews was at first 
puzzled, then disillusioned about India. He 
was impressed by “the incredible wealth 
of a few and the abysmal misery of the 
many”; found much to criticize in British 
policy, but decided Gandhi had done his 
people more harm than good. His conclu- 
gions: India was not ready for independ- 
ence, and Britain had no intention of grant- 
ing it “for a very long time” anyway. 

* . * 


Recent developments may cause Matthews 
to change his view of Indian affairs, and 
to admit his error as frankly as on other 
matters. As a sober-minded man with an 
apparent pride of opinion, it is obvious that 
only strength of character could persuade 
him to write so frankly of his mistakes 
and of the “slow, blundering fashion” in 
which he reached political maturity. 

There are many detours from the main 
theme for pages of war reporting, all of a 
high order, but the tracing of its author's 
education gives the book a unity not often 
found in the reminiscences of correspond- 
ents, That the student has earned his de- 
gree is shown by his final warning: that 
Fascism did not end with the defeat of its 
armies and the death of its leaders; that 
it has “millions of unwitting exponents in 
democratic countries”; that only re-educa- 
tion abroad and alertness at home can pre 
vent Fascism’s ultimate triumph. |

For Jap Fortifications. 


Little David, which weighed

bombs. 

A principal advantage of the 
mortar was its mobility. It was 
fired from a steel box which 
could be sunk quickly in a trench.

A recently announced explosive 
looked like the flour of which it 
was mixed for smuggling to Chi- 
nese saboteurs behind Japanese 
lines.

This fuse revolutionized artillery 
warfare and was an accomplish- 
ment the Germans had been try- 
ing to achieve for years. About 90 
per cent of the German rocket 
bombs were shot down by shells 
using these fuses. They were 
especially valuable in anti-aircraft 
fire because if the shell missed, 
the pilot would not know he had 
been fired on and would not spot 
guns below. In this event, the 
shell would explode automatical- 
ly when it began to descend, 

Three Classes of Tanks. 

By the close of the war the 
Army found a tendency to retain 
three classes of tanks: heavy, for 
assault; medium, for attack and 
general fighting; and light, for 
reconnaissance. Our heavy tanks 
became heavier as hostilities prog- 
ressed. In January 1945, the 45- 
ton General Pershing was intro- 
duced. Shortly after Pearl Har- 
bor the Army was ready with a 
60-ton tank, but the various com- 
manders demanded smaller ones. 


The principal tank destroyers 
were the Hellcat, a 55-mile-an- 
hour full-tracked vehicle mount- 
ing a 76-mm, gun, and the Slug- 
ger, a General Sherman tank 
mounting a 90-mm. gun. 


Aerial bombs ranged from 
the four-pound fragmentation 
bombs to a 45,000-ton monster 
designed “for maximum dam- 
age against the most resistant 
target.” The latter bomb never 
was used. 


Our forces were behind the 
Germans in the development of 
guided missiles. These fall into 
two classes, those supported by 
wings. and projectiles. Intensive 
experiments along these lines 
are progressing at present. Army 
ordnance has announced only 
one missile, called the Wac Cor- 
poral, a slender radio-controlled 
projectile which can be fired 35 
Miles straight up and is being 
used for meteorological studies 
at the White Sards Proving 
Ground, New Mexico, 


Students of warfare often have 
noted that many of our “new” 
weapons are merely new applica- 
tions of old ideas. In one field the 
Army went back to the Middle 
Ages. That was in the use of 
body armor. The so-called flak 
suits used by Air Force personnel 
are reported to have halved the 
number of deaths among airmen. 


Types of Armor, 


Army ordnance has been trying 
to develop some type of armor 
that will give infantrymen the 
same protection without impeding 
movement, It was found valuable 
in assault and mine field work 
but may never be issued generally. 
However, it was planned to equip 
Marines, who were to storm the 
shores of Japan, with laminted 
glass-eloth combat jackets. Other 
types consisted of cloth suits witb 
Hadfield steel plates sewed in 
pockets, and quilted nylon inclos- 
ing plates of an aluminum-mag- 
nesium composition. 


None of this armor was intended 
to stop bullets. It was designed to 
minimize the effects of smal] shell 
fragments. 


In general, the new weapons 
were bigger, better and lighter 
than in the last war. Reduction 
in weight may have been the most 
significant development. With the 
same amount of material, we could 
make more light weapons. A sol- 
dier could carry more, or more 
powerful, weapons, with wider 
uses, Since we had to transport 
all our weapons to distant battle- 
fields, more could be shipped.

Possibility of All-Out 
Civil War and Effect 
on America Being 
Studied.

URING the precarious and all 
D 00 short truce in China it is 

essential that the alternatives 
be understood in America as well 
as in China, The alternatives are 
peace or civil war. 
An all-out civil war in China 
would probably resemble pretty 
closely the samples that we have 
already had on a smaller scale, 
in Manchuria and elsewhere in 
China. It is- true that there 
would be a danger of America 
and Russia becoming involved, 
not simply as backers of different 
causes in China, but in direct, 
head-on war against each other. 
Probably, however, we should 
manage to stop short of war in 
which Americans attacked Rus- 
sians in Russian territory, or Rus- 
sians attacked Americans in the 
American homeland. Apart from 
all other considerations, the Rus- 
sians do not want to have the 
atom bomb used on them. 

Lessons of Campaigns. 
The primary considerations at 
the present time, therefore, are 
the lessons of the sample civil 
war campaigns that have been 
fought in Manchuria and else- 
where in China in: the months 
since the surrender of Japan. 
— lessons are not encourag- 
ng. 

Lesson Number One is that the 
situation in China is of such a 
paradoxical kind that the Rus- 
sians are able to intervene ex- 
tremly effectively by getting out 
of the country. When the Rus- 
sians defeated the Japanese in 
Manchuria, they captured large 
quantities of arms, It appears 
that when they withdrew, they 
left some at least of these arms 
behind, to be picked up by the 
first comers, 

The first comers were either 
Communists, or local Chinese who 
were so antagonized by the Kuom- 
intang’s suppressing local politi- 
cal expression and imposing au- 
thoritarian control that they were, 
willing to make common cause 
with the Communists. 

Irks Many Americans. 

Many Americans do not like it 


this. They have an uneasy feel- 
ing that in some unexplained ‘way 
the Russians have pulled a fast 
one and, without exactly breaking 
the rules of the game, have at 
least circumvented the rules. 

On the other hand, it is difficult 
to keep public opinion at white 
heat against the Russians when 
the Russians have withdrawn and 
are staying withdrawn. 

Lesson Number Two is even 
more disturbing. It is that the 
Chinese Government can only 
keep up the momentum of civil 
war by calling Communists all 
those who defend themselves by 
shooting when the Government in- 
sists on teaching them politics by 
shooting—whether they are really 
Communists or not—and that the 
Government cannot even keep up 
the shooting without calling for 
more and more and more Ameri- 
can aid, 

Washington Worried. 

Washington is worried. If sam- 
ple civil wars cost as much as 
this in American effort and 
American money, what would an 
all-out civil war cost? If the 
Government won, what would be 
the value to American invest- 
ments and the expansion of 
American trade of a Chinese Gov- 
ernment which insists on using 
force, and yet doesn’t have any 
force to use unless America sup- 
plies it? 

The alternative of a negotiated 
peace is, therefore, very much to 
the American interest. But 
peace, while it is infinitely to be 
preferred to civil war, cannot pro- 
vide immediate, magical solutions. 
All that peace can do is to pro- 
vide conditions under which a

Russia Keeps 
Out of 4 of § 
World Agencies 


Active Only in U.N. 
Security Council— 
Suggested Explana- 
tions.

WASHINGTON, June 15 (AP) 
USSIA so far has joined only 
R one of the five world agencies 
set up to help keep the peace. 
It belongs to the United Na- 
tions, but it has given the brush- 
off to four organizations attempt- 
ing to lay down specific rules for 


nations to get along together in 
trade and finance. 

This is the score on Russia’s 
co-operation: 

1.It is a member of the 
United Nations and it attends 
the Big Four foreign ministers’ 
debates: Both groups are en- 
gaged in political problems. 


2. It has refused to join either 
the International Bank or the 
International Fund, both de 
signed to make it easier for 
nations to buy what they need. 
It was down for contributions 
of $1.2 billions to each. Right 
now both are getting along 
without the money and without 
Russian counsel. 


3. It refused even to attend 
the conference called to set up 
the International Civil Aviation 
Organization in Chicago in No- 
vember 1944. 


4. Now the Food and Agricul- 
ture Organization has met in 
Washington to set up plans for 
better — of the world, 
Russia attended the meeting 
which set up FAO in May 1943, 
but since then has ignored the 
agency, 

5. The United States now has 
invitations out for a world 
trade conference that it hopes 
will ease the cut-throat methods 
the trading nations sometimes 
use against each other. Russia 
is the only major power that 
has not accepted the invitation, 


Suggested Reasons, 


Washington experts say one 
reason for this relucta to co- 
operate is that the Russians still 
dislike the presence of foreigners 
in their country. Several of the 
international agencies ask for in- 
ternational inspection missions. 


The Russians suffer from an 
inferiority complex s0 serious, 
these experts believe, that they 
don’t want foreigners reporting 
that their living standards are 
below those of the other major 
powers, Some think this complex 
will disapear as Russia becomes 
capable of turning out automobiles 
and telephones at a rate com- 
parable with that of the United 
States. 


Some Russians think, too, that 
every foreigner on Russian soil is 
a military spy. There is also an 
“internal security angle. The gov- 
ernment is afraid that some Rus- 
sians might wonder why capitalist 
countries turn out more goods 
than Communist Russia. 


Another main reasou the Rus- 
sians are staying out of inter- 
national agencies, the Washington 
analysts believe, is that they don’t 
like to disclose information. This 
ties into the inferiority complex 
explained above. For the aviation 
organization they would have to 
report on safety rules and on air- 
ports. For the FAO they would 
have to report on food production 
and consumption.

The New York Herald Tribune, 
for example, states that “it would 
have been far better that neither 
Spain nor Iran had been ele- 


vated to their present position in 
international affairs by the ac- 
tion of the Security Council.” It 
adds that the Council is at 
present “hardly able to deal ef- 
fectively with ‘potential men- 
aces.”’ 

The second point of view, which 
represents my own conviction, 
holds that the Security Council, 
as the Charter stipulates, has 
been established with “primary 
responsibility for the mainten- 
ance of international peace cnd 
security,” and that if the Coun- 
cil is not to g6 the way of the 
Council of the Léague of Nations 

t must from the outset assert its 
authority and carry out the ob- 
ligations imposed upon it. 

If the Council were now to re- 
fuse to take cognizance of all 
potential or present menaces to 
world peace, and to decide what 
must be done in order to safe- 
guard against these dangers, 
these problems would be handled 
exclusively by the three major 
powers, They would then be dis- 
cussed in secret, Public opinion 
would have no opportunity to 
make itself felt. The smaller 
powers would be given no voice 
in the negotiations. The new in- 
ternational organization would 
become a dead letter before it had 
even been given a chance to 
show its worth. 

‘Weak Human Material’ 

One of the reasons why the 
Council has so far gained so little 
general confidence lies in the 
weakness of the human material 
of which it has been composed. 
The New York Herald Tribune 
was fully justified when it re- 
ycently declared that “If the Se- 
curity Council is ever to become 
a serious factor in maintaining 
world order, it must be composed 
of something more than errand 
boys ... Its individual members 
must be big enough and respected 
enough to influence policy.” Un- 
fortunately, it is notorious that 
it has only been the representa- 
tives of the smaller countries on 
the Council who have until now 
measured up to these specifica- 
tions. 

The President has _ greatly 
strengthened the Council by his 
appointment of Senator Austin as 
American representative. No finer 
selection could have been made. 
Senator Austin has been consis- 
tently right in the _ position 
which he has taken with respect 
to this country’s foreign policy. 
He has shown rare courage and 
even rarer vision, He contributed 
far more to the creation of the 
United Nations than is yet 
generally recognized, He can now 
contribute in equal measure to 
the growth and invigoration of 
the new international organiza- 
tion which he helped to bring in- 
to being. 

If the Security Council is to 
be able to assert the authority 
which will be derived from pub- 
lic confidence and public sup- 
port it must be composed of 
delegates who are each em- 
powered to assume responsibility, 
willing to recognize that world

During the time Trygve Lie 
served as Foreign Minister of the 
Norwegian government - in - exile, 
his outstanding ability and his 
broad grasp of world affairs be- 
came recognized by the Allied gov- 
ernments. It was hoped when he 
was elected Secretary-General of 
the United Nations that he could 
facilitate the work of the Security 
Council. 

His authority to undertake any 
initiative was, however, later 
sharply questioned. When he 
undertook to express an opinion 
upon the legal aspects of the con- 
troversy which arose during the 
discussion of Iran, his right to do 
so was publicly challenged. The 
written views which he then prof- 
fered met with a sour reception 
in both Washington and London, 

Fortunately, the question of the 
authority of the Secretary-General 
has been settled by the unanimous 
report recently rendered by the 
committee of experts of the 
Council. The report provided that 
the Secretary-General may make 
either oral or written statements 
to the Council concerning any 
questions which may be under 
consideration, and that he may 
also serve as rapporteur whenever 
the Security Council so decides, 
(A rapporteur is an official who 
draws up or presents reports from 
a committee to the main body.) 

Now that these recommenda- 
tions have been adopted the Secur~ 
ity Council will be still further 
strengthened. 

Roosevelt’s View. 

President Roosevelt once ex 
pressed to me his opinion that 
the powers to be given the Sec- 
retary-General should be exceed- 
ingly broad, He favored the title 
of Moderator rather than that 
of Secretary-General. He be- 
lieved, to use his phrase, that he 
should “sit at the head of the 
table.” He felt that while this 
permanent official could not be 
given a vote in the Security 
Council, he should nevertheless be 
empowered to take an active part 
in all debates within the Coun- 
cil, and be entrusted with the 
right to initiate solutions for such 
problems as came before the 
Council for decisions. 

To a very large extent, the 
recommendations of the commit- 
tee of experts embraced Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's views, 

The Security Council requires a 
Secretary-General who can serve 
as moderator, It also needs a

NEW YORK, June 15 (AP) — 
Andrei A. Gromyko of Russia lit- 
erally is a man of extremes on the 
Uniteti Nations Security Council. 

He is, at 38 the youngest man 
sitting on the Gouncil. 

He is, on the other hand, one 
of the real veterans of the United 
Nations, a man who took a large 
part in shaping the organization. 

With the resignation of United 
States delegate Edward R. Stet- 
tinius Jr.. Gromyko and Sir Alex- 
ander Cadogan, of the United 
Kingdom, are the only council 
delegates whose experience dates 
back to the Dumbarton Oaks 
talks in 1944 Which laid the 
groundwork for the United Na- 
tions. ‘ 

The Russian diplomat has sat 
in on every important United Na- 
tions gathering since that time. 

What does Gromyko think now 
of the progress made by the Unit- 
er Nations, and particularly the 
Security Council, since it settled 
down to work in London and 
later in the United States. 

He was asked that question re- 
cently. After a quick knitting of 
his black, bushy eyebrows, the 
tall Russian said his answer was 
in a speech he made May 29 at 
a rally in New York of the Na- 
tional Council of Soviet-American 
Friendship. 

Gromyko there declared that 
early activities of the United Na- 
tions have shown a tendency on 
the part of certain countries he 
did not name to attempt to domi- 
nate the organization. 

Observers took it for granted 
that Gromyko was aiming his 
verbal shots at the United States 
and Great Britain, with whom he 
has exchanged volleys at the 
council table over the Iranian and 
Spanish questions. 

Charges Attempt to Dominate, 

“A policy of domination, if not 
desisted from, may cause serious 
and possibly irreparable harm to 
all of the activities of the Unit- 
ed Nations and, consequently, to 
the whole cause of maintaining 
peace and security,"Gromyko said 
in that address. 

“In short,” he summed up, “the 
attempts to use the organization 
as a tool in the hands of one 
country or a small group of coun- 
tries can lead to far-reaching, un- 
desirable, negative consequences. 
One can perceive in the activi- 
ties of the United Nations sym 
toms of reversion to the old 
methods of the League of Na- 
tions, which proved a failure.” 

At the council table Gromyko 
is a hard-hitting speaker who 
spares no words in getting over 
the Russian viewpoint. 

He speaks in Russian but he 
knows English and he has been 
known to correct the interpreter 
giving the English version of 
Gromyko’s remarks. 

When he sits at the council 
table he is grim-faced and serious. 
He speaks with few gestures, save 
when he is obviously annoyed. 

He is the center of attention of 
spectators attending council ses- 
sions but he is not always there. 
He walked out of ‘the council in 
protest against hearing the Iran- 
ian case. 

It is axiomatic now that Gromy- 
Ro will not be present when the 
Iranian case is on the agenda. 

Russian circles represent Gro- 
myko as feeling that his govern- 
ment made its report to the coun- 
cil with his declaration in April 
that an agreement had been 
reached with Iran. 

He is said to feel that the coun- 
cil has only itself to blame for 
the present situation in which 
the council has no report from 
Tran or Russia that can be re- 
garded as coneusive on the Iran- 
jan affair. 

Away from the council table and 
after business hours, Gromyko is 
affable and quite sociable. 

At a cocktail party given by 
the Soviet delegation, Gromyko 
laughed and chatted with his 
guests and was in all respects the 
genia) host, 

He is ably assisted in his social 
duties by his dark-haired wife. 
The consensus of the guests \at 
the party was that Mrs. Gromyko 
is charming and gracious. 

The« Gromykos have two chil- 
dren, one a i14-year-old son in 
school :in Washington and the 
other an eight-year-old girl who 
is in New York with them, 

Gromyko was born near Minsk, 
capital of the Byelo-Rissian Soviet 
Socialistic Republic. 

He was graduated from the 
Russian Institute of Economics. 
After a time as lecturer at the 
Russian Academy of Sciences, he 
spent a year in charge of the 
American section of the Moscow 
foreign office. 

Came to U.S. in 1939. 

He came to the United States 
in 1939 as counselor to the Rus- 
sion embassy and has been in this 
country since except for official 
trips abroad... He attended the 
Roosevelt-Churchill - Stalin - meet- 
ing at Yalta and the Big Three 
conference at Potsdam. 

He was appointed charge d’af- 
faires in May 1943 and served in 
that capacity with rank of acting 
ambassador until August 1943 
when he replaced Maxim Litvinoff 
as the ambassador. 

After Dumbarton Oaks, he was 
vice chairman of the soviet dele- 
gation at the San Francisco con- 
ference of U.N. in 1945. 

He was chief delegate of the 
USSR. in the executive commit- 
tee of the preparatory commis- 
sion of the United Nations organ- 
ization in 1945 and headed the 
Soviet delegation in the prepara- 
tory commission of the U.N. 

At the first part of the General 
Assembly session in London he 
was a delegate of the Soviet 
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Union. This year he was elected 
a member of the Supreme Soviet 
of Russia, which is Russia's su- 
preme council or parliament. 

He twice has been decorated by 
the presidium of the supreme Sovi- 
et with the order of Lenin. The 
presidium is the executive group 
which acts as a directive body 
when the Supreme Soviet is not in 
session. 


Gromyko came to the New York 
meeting of the Security Council as 
Russian delegate and as Russian 
ambassador to the United States. 


On April 10, Nikolai V. Novikov, 
embassy charge d'affaires, was 
named ambassador to succeed 
Gromyko and Gromyko was desig- 
nated permanent representative of 
the Soviet Union on the Security 
Council. 


He also is Russia's representa- 
tive on the atomic control com- 
mission which began sessions at 
Hunter College June 14.

_ Communists a Threat to Liberals 
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political and organizational prob- 
lems of the moment, can either di- 
rect the creation of new organiza- 
tions in special fields of work, or 
it can order its membership to in- 
filtrate, influence and perhaps 
capture organizations already in 
existence. Its task is greatly fa- 
cilitated, not only by the discipline, 


-|the anonymity and the devotion 


of its membership, but also by the 
very nature of the independent 
liberals with whom and through 
whom the Communists naturally 
seek to work. 


A disciplined independent liberal 
is a contradiction in terms. The 
progressive liberal, who is often 
unjustifiably attacked as an in- 
tellectual and a long-hair, is in 
fact a rational human being who 
has reached his liberal conclusions. 
after an analysis of the world in 
which he lives. His strength lies 
in his independence of spirit. But 
there also lies his weakness. It is 
easy to remonstrate with him and 
condemn him for his individual- 
ism, but it is seldom possible, even 
if desirable, to change the nature 
of the beast. Most liberals, logic- 
ally enough, will work organiza- 
tionally with anyone who will 
agree with them on stated objec- 
tives, But then ask them if they 
will work, within the organization, 
with a disciplined caucus whose 
purpose is to withstand any Com- 
munist attempt to gain control, 
and they will bluntly refuse with 
the self-righteous insistence that 
they will individually decide each 
issue on its merits as it arises. 


Unequal Competition. 


Thus results, in effect, a com- 
petition between disciplined, an- 
onymous groups always seeking 
positions of power and control 
and, on the other hand, a large 
number of individuals agreeing 
on most issues but probably dis- 
agreeing on a good many. This 
unequal competition becomes par- 
ticularly striking when the ques- 
tion at issue is the election or ap- 
pointment of key officers in the 
organization. While the Commu- 
nists will invariably hold as their 
principal, if not sole, criterion the 
willingness of the candidate to 
work with Communists or along 
Communist lines, the liberals will 
pass judgment on the basis of the 
candidate’s ability, activity, and 
personality, quite apart from his 
relationship to the pro-Commu- 
nists in the organization. Indeed 
a strong and alert non-Communist 
is often ruled out of consideration 
because of his unwillingness to 
compromise with the Communist 
and their associates. Thus the 
Communists often manage to re- 
tain an all-important veto power 
on the basis of that much abused 
word “unity.” . 

There is at least one more fac- 
tor which assists the Communists 
in their general activity in organ- 
izations. It would perhaps not be 
too much to say that the most 
successful Communist organizers 
of recent years have been Martin 
Dies and John Rankin, with Sen- 
ator Bilbo and William Randolph 
Hearst not far behind. So indis- 
criminately and so maliciously 
have these men labelled all pro- 
gressives as Communists and all 
progressive measures as Commun- 
ist that an innocent liberal with 
decent instincts might well con- 
clude that he belonged in the 
Communist Party. This is a case 
of the extreme right and the ex- 
treme left exploiting each other. 
Due to the name-calling of Dies, 
Rankin and Co., anyone who calls 
William Z. Foster a Communist 
is considered a “red-baiter.” It 
would be a sad day in America if 
Rankin ever took it upon himself 
to make a speech in the House 
opposing the spread of beri-beri; 


within forty-eight hours a special 
conference of liberals would be 
called in New York and the Na- 
tional Emergency Committee to 
Encourage the Propogation of 
beri-beri would be launched. In 
many polite liberal societies it is 
sufficient to raise the Communist 
issue to assure denunciation as a 
Rankin and a “red-baiter,” politica] 
defeat and ostracism. 

In view of the basic differences 
between the liberal democratic 
philosophy and Communist doc- 
trine, this phenomenon is as amaz- 
ing as it is irrational. 


Communist Criterion. 

The problem of Communist in- 
fluence in the liberal movement 
would not be so serious if it were 
only a question of method. It 
would seem +o make little differ- 
ence who controlled a partictlar 
organization whose aim seemed 
both acceptable and well-defined. 
However, the serious aspect of 
the problem arises from the fact 
that Soviet foreign policy has be- 
come the sole criterion for Com- 
munist policy throughout the 
world, and this is reflected in or- 
ganizations concerned with do- 
mestic affairs as well as in those 
devoted to foreign relations. The 
party’s attitude toward the major 
political parties, its militancy or 
conservatism in the trade-union 
movement, its exploitation or rela- 
tive disregard of minority groups, 
its advocacy of civil liberties, its 
opposition to or acceptance of the 
growth of concentrated economic 
power, all these problems are con- 
sidered in the light of Soviet for- 
eign policy. 

I am not suggesting any iron- 
bound control from Moscow; be- 
cause of the genuine devotion of 
all Communists throughout the 
world to the Soviet Union such 
control, even if it exists, is no 
longer necessary. But Soviet pol- 
icy can be mistaken as often as 
it can be justified, and there is 
no reason why American liberal 
organizations should determine 
their policy on any such narrow 
basis, particularly in aé_ cr.-ical 
world situation such as exists to- 
day. Assuming, as all progressives 
do assume, that world peace de- 
pends primarily on the develop- 
ment of mutual trust among the 
great powers, and consequently on 
an accommodation between the 
two greatest powers, the United 
States and Russia, it is neverthe- 
less clear that such an accommo- 
dation can only be reached b, mu- 
tual concessions, and not by uni- 
lateral action by either nation. If 
the American liberal movement 
adopts as its foreign policy in 
present circumstances the unques- 
tioning pro-Soviet policy which the 
Communists are espousing, it will 
go down to a disastrous and well- 
deserved defeat, 


Use of “Unity” Slogan. 

Part of the Communist strategy 
in this regard involves the clever 
use of the slogan “unity.” They 
can get most liberals to agree to 
condemn many aspects of Ameri- 
can foreign policy ana much of 
what Britain has done in foreign 
relations, But since no agreement 
can be reached on matters af- 
fecting the Soviet Union, any ref- 
erence to those matters must be 
omitted. The obvious result is a 
completely one-sided policy, in 
the name of “unity.” 

A striking example of this tech- 
nique was used at a large Win- 
the - Peace Conference held in 
Washington in early April. This 
conference, which produced the 
National Committee to Win the 
Peace now being’ established 
throughout the country, was or- 
ganized by some of the same peo- 
ple who were leaders in the 
American Peace (Mobilization 
which picketed the White House 
during the dark.days of the Nazi- 


Soviet pact. This did not prevent 
the conference from appealing to 
the‘ memory of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt whose picture was resplen- 
dent in the hall of the conference. | 
Many of the conference resolu- | 
tions could have been subscribed to 
by most honest liberals, particularly | 
the innocuous statement of prin-| 
ciples which merely called for 
peace and Big Three unity. But! 
a cursory examination of the 
whole program immediately indi- 
cates how completely it was, 
weighted. Thus, for example, the 
conference demanded “free access 
to information”

tacked American officials in Ger- 
many because of their “efforts to 
prevent the _ establishment 
unity of all 
and democratic. parties,” an inno- 
cent-sounding resolution but one 
which clearly aimed at approval 
of the Communist efforts to force 
a merger with the German Social 
Democratic party despite its over- 
whelming rejection everywhere 
except in the Soviet zone. Finally, 
the conference not daring to op- 
pose the British loan openly, did 
oppose “any grants of materials 
or loans to nations until sufficient 
guarantees are made that these 
funds will not be used for the 
exploitation and oppression of 
colonial pegples.” Any. such qual- 
ifying amendment to the British 
loan would have assured a presi- 
dential veto or British rejection. 


Significantly enough, the confer- 
ence at the same session urged 
immediate loans to Russia without 
qualification, 

Defeat for Liberalism. 

The example of the conference 
is cited because the policy it sug- 
gested would mean defeat for 
American liberalism, and because) 
the conference was indorsed and 
sponsored by important individ- 
uals and organizations with con- 
siderable influence in our  pro- 
gressive movement. The confer- 
ence, in other words, was a danger 
signai to American liberals, What 
is the answer? 


The answer is vigilance. Amer- 
ican progressives, if they are to 
succeed in bringing into existence 
that great coalition of liberal 
thought and action which alone 
can assure the maintenance and 
growth of our democratic institu- 
tions, must be prepared to stand 
on their own feet. While they 
must continue to defend the rights 
of Communists to form their own 
organizations and expound their 
own program, liberals must rec- 
ognize that a democratic, liberal 
program can only win through if 
the organizations which embody 
that program are composed of in- 
dividuals completely devoted to 
democratic principles. It is sheer 
defeatism to suggest that the ex- 
clusion of Communists from mem-| 
bership in liberal organizations re- 
quires getting in bed with Rankin) 
and his fellow hate-mongers, On 
the contrary, to fail to exclude 
them may mean more noise and 
glandular activity in the short run, 
but it will most certainly mean 
disaster in the long run. Despite 
the anonymity of Communists, 
they can make little headway if 
progressives will face up to the 
issue and make up their minds to 
state their democratic convictions 
forthrightly and unequivocally, so

operation. The plan was adopted, 
and the Governor has now asked 
Bennett to return to California 
and make a report on how suc- 
cessfully it is operating. 

At the Governor’s suggestion, 
California set up a committee of 
industrialists, business men and 
labor leaders to conduct a con- 
tinuing survey of the state’s job 
opportunities and to recommend 
measures for assuring maximum 
employment, 

He called a special session of 
the legislature to act on such ‘post- 
war problems as housing and edu- 
cational. facilities for veterans, 
and allocation of funds for state 
institutions requiring added facili- 
ties to cope with the war-swollen 
population. 

Part of his program was sty- 
mied by the Legislature, which 
voted much of the money he had 
earmarked for state institutions 
to the coffers of cities and coun- 
ties for local public works. War- 
ren vetoed the measure, but a 
coalition of Democrats and Re- 
publicans pushed it through over 
his. protest. 

California politics, like Califor- 
nia climate, are somewhat diffe 
ent than the rest of the nation. 
The state’s unique primary law, 
designed to prevent a political ma- 
chine from controlling party nom- 
inations, permits a candidate to 
enter both the Democratic and Re- 
publican contests—which most do. 
A man must win his own. party 
primary in order to get his name 
on the general election ballot, 


Party Affiliations Loose. 
Party affiliations are somewhat 
less rigid than elsewhere. Kenny, 
the beaten Democrat, was a Re- 
publican as recently as 1938. A 


'man who had been a Democratic 


legislator for a dozen years re 
cently turned up at a Republican 
convention and shouted that he 
had parted company with the don- 
key party because “it has too 
blamed many Communists in it.” 


Therefore, the heavy vote for

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Democratic primaries. Concurring 
action has been taken in Alabama 
by the state Democratic commit- 
tee and in Fiorida by the State 
Supreme Court, and in Louisiana 
small numbers of Negroes have 
been permitted to vote, principally 
in New Orleans. 
a steady registration of Negroes 
in Atlanta. But nowhere has 
there been a mass movement of 
Negroes either in registration or 
primary voting. 
Supreme Court Decision. 

The United States Supreme 
Court’s refusal to hear Georgia's 
case—on the grounds that it had 
given its decision in the Texas 
case—was a heavy blow to those 
who believed there were sstill 
dodges for circumventing the 
court’s decision. It seemed likely 
that South Carolina as well as 
Georgia would find that it had 
acted in vain in removing all 
statutory references to the Demo- 
cratic primary—150 laws in all— 
and pretending that the primary 
was merely a social occasion spon- 
sored. by a gentlemen’s club. A 
still further blow was the an- 
nouncement by the Department of 
Justice that it would prosecute 
any state or party official who 
attempted to prevent anyone from 
voting because of color. But the 
dodges were not all exhausted by 
any means. The “understanding 
clause,” perhaps the most useful 
single device for disfranchising 
the Negro, is still in general use 
in the South. This clause usually 
stipulates that the would-be voter 
must be able to read and under- 
stand the Constitution or to ex- 
plain it when it is read to him. 
Even Negro college professors 
have, with monotonous regularity, 
been unable to meet this educa- 
tional requirement to the satisfac- 
tion of white election judges. In 
one county of Alabama the clause 
was at one time so liberally inter- 
preted that Negroes who presented 
themselves at the polls were re- 
quired to recite the fifth article of 
the Constitution backward in Lat- 
in. The Alabama Legislature has 
yet to vote on an amendment 
which would give the county 
boards of registrars discretionary 
powers so vast that they could 
deny the ballot to any person, 
Negro or white, without any rea- 
son other than that they did not 
consider him qualified to vote. 

The general movement to pro- 
mote the registration and voting 
of Negroes in the primaries—in-

either of two things: what it in- 
tends, or the direct opposite. It 
has been made the occasion for 
the Klu Klux to make a reappear- 
ance and for Talmadge’s political 
paper, The Statesman to proclaim: 
“Thank God for the Klan!” 
Representative Cox of Georgia 
says the issue of Negroes’ vot- 
ing in the primaries is “a gift 
from the gods” for any candidate 
who opposes it. Agitation for the 
Negro vote could easily have the 
principal effect of re-enlivening 
racial antagonisms and making 
them more potent weapons in the 
hands of the demagogue. 
. * * 

‘The second thing that is hap- 
pening is that Negroes are leav- 
ing the south by the millions. 
One and a half million left dur- 
ing the four years of the war 
and two and a half millions more 
are expected to leave during the 
first five years after the war, 
according to computations of so- 
ciologists and population special- 
ists at Fisk University, Louis- 
lana State University and .the 
University of Chicago. That would 
mean a reduction of 40 per cent 
in the Negro population of the 
South. 

Negroes Migrate. 

The southern Negroes are leav- 
ing because their experiences in 
the armed forces and in war 
plants have dissatisfied them with 
the limited opportunities they have 
for earning a living in the south. 
If the East, North, Middle West 
and Pacific west, the regions to 
which they have gone and are 
going, can assimilate them, and 
can give them something reason- 
ably like the opportunities they 
are in search of, a start may at 
last have been made toward a 
practical solution of the Negro 
problem, 

So far the whole nation has 
been sitting back and expecting 
the Negro problem to be solved 
by the section of it that is least 
able to’ finance the tremendous 
job of education, and that has 
the least will to do it. The South, 
with 10 million Negroes, is 
swamped and the rest of the 
country has only 3 millions, which 
means that many places could 
absorb more Negroes and some 
places lack personal experience 
with Negroes altogether — a defi- 
ciency which keeps them from 
understanding the problem as 
they should and from contribut- 
ing to its solution. A community 
with only 10 or 20 per cent Negro 


population stands a good chance 


of being able to take the race 
question in its stride. It is when 
Negro population is around 50 
per cent or more that fear enters 
into the equation and the atmos 
phere becomes unfavorable to the 
races’ living amicably side by 
side. 
Advance of Mechanization. 


The third thing that is hap- 
pening is that cotton farming is 
being mechanized. To the trac- 
tor is being added the mechani- 
cal cotton picker and the still 
more recent invention, the flame 
cultivator. The effect upon the 
9,500,000 people who earn their 
living in whole or in part from 
cotton farming is expected to be 
tremendous, It is expected that 
within 10 years between 5 and 7 
million of them will be displaced 
by the machine. More than half 
of the displaced, it is believed, 
will be poor whites, for Negroes 
are being preferred as machine 
operators on the mechanized 
plantations. 

Farmers who are raising cot- 
ton by hand require Government 
subsidy to maintain high prices in 
order to cover their high produc- 
tion costs, 60 per cent of which 
goes for labor in the deltas of 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Arkan- 
sas. The higher the price, the 
more competition cotton receives 
from other fibres, principally 
rayon, but also nylon, fiberglass, 
casein fiber, vinyon, saron and 
soylon, and, in the case of some 
products, paper. The competition 
can only become keener in the 
future if cotton is maintained at 
the artificially high level of 20 
to 22 cents a pound to meet the 
cost of production by antiquated 
methods while the price of other 
fibers is lowered by modern pro- 
duction methods. There are cot- 
ton farmers who see that the 
high-price policy of the late Sena- 
tor Bankhead of Alabama, Senator 
Eastland of Mississippi, and the 
American Farm Bureay Federa- 
tion is self-defeating. 


The mechanized cotton farmer 
can produce cotton to sell at 10 
cents a pound and still make 
money. He can pay his operators 
$10 a day — with good housing 
provided. Instead of having his 
cotton chopped tediously by hand, 
he can have it gone over with 
a flame thrower, which will kill 
out the weeds and leave the 
plants unharmed. Instead of hir- 
ing 650 Negroes and poor whites 
to pick his cotton, he can hire 


eight men to run as many me- 
chanical pickers. 

The mechanization of cotton 
farming may have profound ef- 
fects on southern attitudes. It 
may drain off still more Negroes 
to other regions, relieve the ten- 
sion between the races in the 
south, and make southerners more 
willing to be reasonable rather 
than emotional about the Negro 
problem. It may make southern 
farm labor more _ receptive to 
unionization, by replacing the 
masses of unskilled hands with a 
relatively small group of semi- 
skilled workers — and the Na- 
tional Farmers Union believes 
that it will. It may help to bring 
about a correction of the rotten- 
borough system which big  busi- 
nesses use to dominate eléctions. 
Lowndes county, Alabama, for in- 
stance, which now has 22,000 pop- 
ulation and the same representa- 
tion in the state senate as Jef- 
ferson county (Birmingham), with 
a population of half a million, 
may be reduced to 5000 when cot- 
ton mechanization is completed. 
As the disparity between its size 
and its political strength becomes 
increasingly fantastic, Alabama 
may be led to make a new re- 
apportionment, which could have 
the effect of weakening the hold 
of big business on the state's 
political life. 


The big hope of the south’s 
emancipation from the dema- 
gogue, and from its phobias 
about the Negro and the damyan- 
kee, does not lie in overnight rev- 
olution, It lies in a more even dis- 
tribution of Negro population and 
in a more prosperous economic 
life. There are signs that through 
the pain and turmoil] that seem 
in prospect for the immediate fu- 
ture, these happy events may be 
on the way. 


St. Louis U. Plans FM Broadcasts. 


Warren—much as G.O.P. observ- 
ers might like to interpret it as 
such—does not actually demon- 
strate a Republican trend in Call- 
fornia. In the words of Frank 
Clarvoe, editor of The San Fran- 
cisco News, “this was not a 
partisan victory—it is nothing for 
the Republicans to crow about.” 


It was a victory for Warren. 
The citizenry registered agree- 
ment with his campaign poster 
claim of being “a good Governor.” 

Warren says that he intends to 
go on being a good Governor, and 
will not use the office to maneuver 
for the presidency. But his po- 
litical eligibility for the G.O.P. 
presidential nomination is ad- 
mitted by all. 


He declined the Republican 
vice-presidential nomination once 
before because he felt he couldn’t 
afford the office—the salary 
wouldn’t meet the cost of mov- 
ing his large family to Washing- 
on. 


He is cautiously waiting for 
further indications of which way 
the political wind is blowing be- 
fore making up his mind whether 
or not to make an all-out bid for 
oa presidential nomination in 


Warren has no political machine 
in the sense of a precinct organi- 
zation—most G.O.P. county chair- 
men are bitterly opposed to his 
“nonpartisanship” in appointments 
and his failure to consult them 
about anything. However, the 
men who make large contribu- 
tions to the party’s campaign 
funds regard him as “basically 
sound.” 


When Hiram Johnson died, War- 
ren appointed conservative Wil- 
liam F, Knowland to the United 
States Senate. Californians aren’t 
sure whether the Governor was 
signalling his own views on na- 
tional affairs, or was just paying 
an old political debt to Joseph 
Knowland, publisher of The Oak- 
land Tribune and father of the 
young senator. 

Warren insisted that young 
Knowland was the best available 
man for the senatorship. Know- 
land, who was not as successful 
as Warren in winning both major 
party nominations, will face Will 
Rogers Jr., Democratic son of the 
famous humorist, in the November 
election,

broke but left him a fortune. 

The father, Washington 
Henry Ochsner, thrice-married 
geologist, poured 20 years of 
his life and all the money he 
could muster into his faith 
that there was oil under the 
Kettleman Hills. There was— 
but the gushers didn’t blow in 
until two years after his lonely 
1927 death in a Portland hotel. 

Almost overnight, the elder 
Ochsner’s petroleum rights, ap- 
praised at only $500 when he 
died, skyrocketed to more than 
ten million dollars, and several 
batteries of rival attorneys 
commenced drafting the open- 
ing briefs of a five year legal 
battle for the “poor” man’s 
wealth, 

Claimants were the three 
“widows,” two daughters and 
Johnny, and a host of relatives 
and alleged associates who 
claimed they had financed 
Ochsner’s persevering prospect- 
ing ‘during the two decades 
when such of the world as 
knew or cared scoffed at his 
conviction that deep-drilled 
wells would produce black gold. 
Among the litigants was an 
oil company in which Bernard 
Baruch was a principal stock- 
holder, 

Wife No. 1, who eloped with 
Ochsner when both were Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin students, 
recalled that she had never 
been formally served with di- 
vorce papers in 1909. She ob- 
tained a court order voiding 
the divorce and making her 
“the only legal widow.” 

After further legal skirmish- 
ing, the direct heirs banded 
together to repulse the outside 
claimants. Their court-approv- 
ed agreement gave ten percent 
of the estate to Wife No. 1, 
five percent to Wife No. 2, 25 
percent to Wife No. 3, and 20 


‘percent each to the three chil- 


dren, 

Johnny, who was not to come 
into his mounting royalties un- 
til he attained a majority, at- 
tended a military academy and 
lived the normal sheltered life 
of a rich boy until World War 
II—which also upset a few oth- 
er lives—catapulted him into 
the Navy.

- Back-Fence Bickering and Wife Walloping Are Climbing to an All-Time High in Our Peaceful Postwar World

6¢¥ OVE Thy Neighbor” is- 
: fast becoming an anti- 

quated aphorism, ac- 
cording to St. Louis psychia- 
trists and the police court rec- 
ords, which reveal that back- 
fence bickering, neighborhood 
haggling, family feuding and 
wife walloping are climbing to 
an all-time high in our peaceful 
postwar world. War-created 
conditions such ag the housing 
shortage, rent control, inflated 
salaries, canceled vacations, up- 
set sleeping schedules and vari- 
ous other tensiong are respon- 
sible for trigger tempers and 
the increasing incidents that 
come under the heading of 
“peace disturbances.” 


Some of these are wars of 
nerves between landlord and 
tenant, frequently the result of 
OPA battle fatigue. Crowded 
living conditions and the im- 
possibility of moving away 
from the neighbor who throws 
used beer caps in your vegeta- 
ble garden or hag her radio 
blasting out with “John’s 
Fourth Wife” when you want 
to hear “Life Can Be Horri- 
ble” cause an equal number of 
tenant vs, tenant frays, while 
the complex adjustment of war 
veteran husbands and their 
wives regularly leads to com- 
pound fractures, not to men- 
tion blackened eyes and’ multi- 
ple contusions, 


“Wives have been taking a lot 
of beatings these days,” Judge 
George J. Grellner- of Police 
Court No. 2 says seriously, 
“and all peace disturbance 
cases are definitely on the in- 

‘crease, It’s all due to the aft- 
ermath of the war and the ter- 
rific letdown for everyone. The 
backyard fights are caused 
mostly by people with too much 
time on their hands and not 
enough work. They’re nervous, 
worried, easily agitated and get 
into fights or disturbances. 


“T believe the principal cause 
for the family fights is the 
change in conditions from high 
salaries and large incomes to 
lowered earnings or none at all. 
Strikes are also an element. 
Perhaps the husband is out on 
strike and begins to drink 
heavily, hangs ‘around taverns 
instead of coming home, cashes 
in his war bonds to get more 
money. Here’s a husband,” he 
drew one case record from his 


files, “won't take a job that 
a $25 or $30 a w because 

e’s used to malkifig more. All 
he does is loaf and drink, 
Here’s another, a couple who've 
been married 19 years. The 
man won't do any work at all 
because he can’t make his high 
wartime salary. He gets drunk, 
tears his wife’s glasses off, cuts 
her eye badly. Here’s another 
barfly, won't work; tells his 
wife he’s not going to unless 
he can make the money he did 
while working in a war plant.” 

Money is also the root of evil 
in cases involving rental dis- 
putes, Among some of the 
more recent rentor and rentee 
ruckuses was the case of the 
landlord who beat up a woman 
roomer who complained of a 
lack of heat; the landlady who 
was fined $500, along with her 
maintenance man who was 
fined $200, for systematically 
heckling a tenant, berating the 
tenant when the porch drain 
became clogged and water 
seeped to the flat below, and 
expressing the kind hope that 
the tenant's sons would not re- 
turn from overseas. 


Another landlord got into 
trouble when a tenant testi- 
fied that the landlord had an 
irritating habit of coming into 
his apartment and turning off 
the lights at midnight. The 


Se eee 


landlord had been “unfriendly,” 
he added, ever since the OPA 
had lowered the rent from $50 
to $37.50 a month. 

“Some landlords resort to 
any Means to harass their 
tenants in the hope they’ll get 
so disgusted they'll move,” said 
Judge Joseph B. Catanzaro of 
Police Court No, 1. “In one 
recent case the landlord even 
shut off the water so the ten- 
ant had to walk a block to get 
water for cooking and bathing. 


“Often the landlord is col- 
lecting the OPA 
price but is endeavoring to 
collect additional money on the 
side. If the tenant won’t pay 
it, the landlord tries to create 
a scene, The OPA will grant 
the right to put out a tenant 
if the landlord can show that 
the tenant is a disturbing ele- 
ment? A conviction in the po- 
lice court will get him a 30- 
day eviction notice, 


“Judges have been farsight- 
ed, however, and we go into 
these cases and check with 
the OPA, and in a good many 
cases the landlord gets fooled 
and often fined as well.” 

This increase in neighbor- 
hood quarrels is not confined 
to St. Louis, but is a fairly 
universal and nationwide prob- 
lem, according to psychiatrists 
present at a recent meeting of 
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the American Psychiatric As- 
sociation in Chicago. Three 
Chicago: psychiatrists, Dr. A. J. 
Arioff, Dr, I, C, Sherman, and 
Dr. D. B. Rotman, in a paper 
on “Neighborhood Quarrels,” 
pointed out that this outbreak 
of ragged nerves is not neces- 
sarily limited to any color, ra- 
cial, or income group but is 
found in top drawer as well as 
lower social circles. About 70 
per cent of the persons in- 
volved are mentally ill, they 
estimated, most of them with 
paranoia (persecution com- 
plex), aggravated by the war. 

“Sticks and clubs and 
brooms, pots, pails and milk 
bottles, stones and bricks take 
the place of rifles and mus- 
kets,” the doctors declared. 
“They have ideas of persecu- 
tion and can’t get along with 
anybody. They blame everyone 
else for their troubles — the 
landlord or their tenant or the 
neighbors next door or the 
neighbors’ Paap ye 

* 


Since mental ills do enter in- 
to the picture, Judges Grellner 
and Catanzaro send all those 
who appear to be slightly un- 
balanced to Dr. Hans B. Mol- 
holm at the Malcolm-Bliss 
Psychopathic Hospital for an 
examination period of several 
weeks or sometimes months. 
Many such persons are put on 
parole on the condition that 
they submit. to treatments at 
the institution, A parole offi- 
cer checks weekly and if the 
person does not take the treat- 
ments his parole is revoked 
and he is sent back to the hos- 
pital. In cases of alcoholism, 
the person ifs placed on parole 
with the understanding that he 
must abstain from liquor for a 
year, and many alcoholics are 
referred to Alcoholics Anony- 
mous for help. An effort is 
also made to secure employ- 
ment for those whose woes are 
caused by idleness, 

“Within the last 12 months,” 
Judge Grellner said, “we have 
saved several thousand families 
from breaking up and ending 
in the divorce court through 
our preventive measures, 
That’s not just a guess or an 
estimate, but an absolutely 
definite figure, 

“In the case of neighborhood 
fights we lecture to them, tell 
them the war is over, and 
sometimes quote them Bible 
scripture to let them realize 
they’re doing wrong. Judge 
Catanzaro and I fee] that 99 
per cent of the people have 
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their first court experience in 
a police court and it’s our buai- 
ness to send them on the right 
way. We're proud of the fact 
that during the past year only 
45 out of 1400 paroles have had 
to be revoked,” 

Dr. Karl M. Bowman, pres!i- 
dent of the American Psychiat- 
ric Association, takes the rath- 
er gloomy view that current 
manifestations are only the be- 
ginning of these mental and 
emotional problems, and esti- 
mates that one out of every 
20. persons in the United 
States today stands a chance 
of becoming a patient in a 
mental hospital, 


Dr. Molholm of the city psy- 
chopathic hospital here feels 
that much of the current mal- 
adjustment could be eliminated 
or at least reduced were more 
adequate facilities for psychiat- 
ric care available. 


“In addition,” he said, “a 
good program to train mental- 
ly deficient children, whose 
condition can usually be de- 
tected by the time they have 
reached the second or third 
grade in school, would reduce 
our adult problems, Many of 
the persons who habitually 
‘get into trouble’ are simply 
people who are not able to 
keep up with those around 
them but whose families have 
been unwilling to admit this 
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deficiency.” 

Veterans’ readjustment prob- 
lems are responsible for much 
of the “peace disturbance” in- 
crease, especially, Judge Catan- | 
zaro said, in the case of hasty 
war marriages which are now 
falling apart, sometimes vio 
lently. coholism is the cause 
of most husband and wife 
quarrels that come to the at- 
tention of the police court, but 
all the other sorrows of the 
world, major and minor, enter 
in, as in the recent case of the 
meat dealer Who, wearied of 
trying to placate 50 customers 
with 15 cents worth of ham- 
burger, beat up his wife when 
she remonstrated with him for 
being late. 

Most anges neighborhood 
and family, involve both men 
and women. Strictly feminine 
fights, like the unladylike hair- 
pulling over the right to cut 
down a Chinese elm tree on a 
property line, which brought 
two women into police court 
several months ago, are rare, 

“Usually when there's a fight 
between two women it’s over 
a man,” Judge Grellner said, 
“One woman starts on another 
one, accusing her of taking 
her man, But I don’t think 
we can blame that on the af- 
termath of the war. That’s 
been going on since time im- 
memorial.”

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FINALLY THERE’S A LETTER, not so easy to answer, 
from a young outdoorsman recently returned from a part of 
the world where the hunting was done for keeps and bullets 
took no account of a man’s creed, race or color. “The other 
day,” says the letter, “I went out to a lake where I’d fished 
before the war and found a sign saying I was no longer allowed 
to fish there.

ITH nylon hose still scarce 

on the market, the improved 

leg tints are holding their 
own this season. It is difficult 
to determine whether or not a 
woman is wearing sheer stockings 
if her legs are tinted and creamed 
cleverly. 

To use leg make-up successfully, 
your legs must be free of super- 
fluous hair which may be re- 
moved by a dipilatory or with a 
safety razor. For girls who never 
had defuzzed their legs before, the 
various methods are explained 
herewith. 

The best time to shave the legs 
is directly after a bath, after the 
legs have been scrubbed in warm 
suds. Then the hair is softened. 
In gentle strokes in the direction 
the hair grows, the legs may be 
shaved safely, smoothly and 
easily. 

A wax depilatory must be heat- 
ed and applied a strip at a time 
while it is runny; When it has 
cooled, the end of the strip is 
coaxed up for your grip and then 
a quick yanking pulls it off the 
leg and the superfluous hair with 
it. . 


It is better to have a wax treat- 
ment first in a salon to get the 
hang of using this type of depila- 
tory. Then it can be done at home, 
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A POWDER DEPILATORY is 
mixed into a cream and used the 
game as any cream depilatory. 
which comes in a tube. With a 
spatula the product is spread over 
the area you wished stripped and 
after 10 or 15 minutes for drying, 
it is washed off with warm water. 
This job must be done in the bath- 
tub or in a foot basin. 


Some women use an emery disc 
daily (once the hair has been re- 
moved by another depilatory) to 


keep the legs smooth. 


Please understand that there is 
no depilatory which rids the —_ 
permanently of superfluous hair. 
Whenever the hair grows back, it 
must be removed,

of Hitler, Goebbels and Co. She 
is § feet, 10, with magnificent 
head and shoulders once modeled 
by Rodin. Her skin has darkened 
but her keen blue eyes flash and 
humor upcurves the thin mouth. 
She still wears her now softly gray 
hair in the classic style with a 
ribbon in which she posed for the 
great sculptor as a girl.

What Life Is Like in the Berlin of Today 


German Housewife Shows Reporter New and Novel Way of Cooking Potatoes to Save Fuel

What is life like on "Main Street" 
in Berlin today? One year after the 
end of the war how is the average 
family housed in the onetime Ger- 
man capital? How do they eat, study 
and play The following picture of a 
middle-class German household is 
based on a first-hand study by a re- 
porter who, "moved in" to find the 
answers for herself. 


BERLIN, June 15. 


HE United States is full of 

potatoes, boiled, baked, mashed, 

creamed, hashed-brown, French 
fried and potato cakes. There is 
also “Mrs. Murphy in a sealskin 
coat,” or potatoes in their jacket. 
But it took a Berlin woman to 
teach me how to cook potatoes in 
a new and novel way. You put a 
pot of water on the electric stove. 
Into it you pop “Mrs. Murphy in 
a sealskin coat.” Next, you turn 
on the electricity and bring the 
potatoes to a boil. 


Quickly you turn off the cur- 
rent. You fish out the potatoes, 
wrap them in several layers of 
old newspaper and then, in an old 
piece of woolen blanket. You set 
the bundle to one side. A few 
hours later you unwrap the blan- 
ket, then the newspaper and dis- 
cover that your potatoes are 
cooked through. 

Granted, this is not a very con- 
venient means of cooking pota- 
toes. But it is essential for the 
German housewife in Berlin, 
where electricity and cooking gas 
are strictly rationed. It is nec- 
essary to resort to all sorts of art- 
2 ae to make food cook it- 
self. 

The woman who displayed this 
trick is Frau Ruth Friedrich, co- 
editor of “Sie,” a new German 
magazine for women recently li- 


censed by the American ‘Military ° 


Government.. An animated, intel- 
ligent woman in her early forties, 
Frau Friedrich is one of the rare 
Germans actually known to have 
worked with the underground in 
opposition to Hitler. A _ liberal 
father and a grandmother half 
French and half American, Made 
Frau Friedrich ithmune to Hitler- 
ism, but not to the grim fate 
earned by a nation that willingly 
followed him into the jaws of de- 
struction. 


THE GERMAN HOUSEWIFE HAS 
LEARNED HOW TO MAKE FOOD 
COOK ITSELF. 


I spent a day with Frau Fried- 
rich and wound up wolf-hungry at 
nightfall. Our diet was typical of 
the food and meals eaten by mil- 
lions of Germans—if they are 
lucky—day in and day out. This 
began the menu: 


Breakfast: Ersatz coffee (ugh!) 
and between two and three slices 
of dry bread. Sometimes break- 
fast is varied with a thin gruel 
of grits sweetened by a bit of the 
small and treasured sugar ration. 
There is no real coffee in Ger- 
many except on the black market 
and the price is astronomical. Of 
course, there was no milk or 
cream for the coffee. Milk is 
strictly rationed, and is available 
only for children under eight in 
Berlin, There wags no butter or 
margarine or lard for the bread 
because the fat ration is too small 
to permit of such indulgence. 


Luncheon: Potatoes (always 
cooked in their jackets because to 
peel them is wasteful) over which 
Was poured a sauce made of a 
small lump of margarine, flour 
and water. It was a very poor 
man’s version of the rich white 
sauce, 

That was lunch, and Frau Fried- 
rich was delighted with it. Even 
potatoes are hard to get in the 


Berlin markets today. Sometimes, 
to vary the monotony, Frau 
Friedrich has a thick potato soup 
(always made with water, not 
milk). Especially if she can find 
an onidn in the market for flavor- 
ing. If she can buy a few onions, 
she and her family eat boiled po- 
tatoes with an onion sauce poured 
over them. 


Dinner: Dry bread, boiled po- 
tatoes with margarine sauce 
(warmed over from lunch) and 
herb tea, Sometimes there is 
meat. But Frau Friedrich can 
never tell when her meat ration 
will be available. She will be una- 
ble to get meat for two or three 
weeks, and then, suddenly, she 
will be given her meat ration for 
the whole period. 
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This is a real/tragedy for a 
woman who has/no refrigerator. 
Frau Friedrich must either eat 
her two or three-week meat ra- 
tion at once, or let it spoil. Even 
if Frau Friedrich could afford 
3000 marks for an old, pre-war 
electric refrigerator, she would 
be unable to use it. The refrig- 
erator in one hour would con- 
sume her daily ration of electrici- 
ty. And if she uses 10 per cent 
more electricity than her ration 
(easily measured on the meter), 
she is subject to arrest, a atiff 
fine and a jail sentence. 


For one who loves to read at 
night, the electricity ration im- 
poses a real problem. Of necessi- 
ty, bulbs are of low wattage. But 
last winter, Frau Friedrich made 
a home-made lamp. She filled 
an old marmalade jar with kero- 
sene (frankly bought on the black 
market) and manufactured a wick 
for it. But she cannot afford to 
buy regularly in the black market. 
Her only other purchase there is 
a semi-occasional pound of meat 
at 150 marks per pound, Such 
meat is one and a half to two 
marks through legal channels. 

An ordinary American “super- 
market” stocked with groceries in 
Berlin would cause first, a panic, 
and then a riot. The Berlin gro- 
cery store is a travesty, a lesson 
in defeat and almost as starkly 
bare as Mother Hubbard’s cup- 
board. If anything is apt to drive 
home the awful lesson of the futil- 
ity of war, it is the grocer’s empty 
shelves. The dingy shops, in bat- 
tered buildings, have nothing to

offer beyond the bare essentials 
of Berlin’s strictly rationed diet, 
a few potatoes, a little flour, a 
modicum of sugar, ersatz coffee, 
a little cereal, The bakeries dole 
out the bread ration; the butcher 
shops distribute the wisps of meat 
that comprise the average ration. 

In the United States the stage 
has so long been synonymous with 
lush glamour that it is difficult 
for an American to lower his 
Broadway sights. So, it was dif- 


ficult to believe that Frau Frie-. 


drich’s pretty daughter, Karen, in 
the dowdy two-piece frock, her 
pale legs stockingless and her 
feét encaséd in clumsy black can- 
vas sneakers, is the leading inge- 
nue of one of Berlin’s foremost 
repertory theatres. Any American 
ingenue worthy the name would 
have scorned to wear such clothes 
unless cast as a country cousin. 


Yet the 21-year-old girl, who 
looks about 15, undoubtedly 
scraped the bottom of the clothes 
barrel to dress in her very best 
to call upon me. She wore a neat 
skirt of navy blue rayon, and a 
print over-blouse with Alice blue 
background, An hour later, when 
Karen left for the theater, the 
young actress did not have to al- 
low for time in which to change her 


clothes for the stage. With the 
addition of a little make-up, she 
would walk on in the clothes she 
was wearing. For the average 
actor or actress in Berlin, his 
stage and his personal wardrobe 
are ore and the same. 

Karen, like her mother, has an 
authenticated record of hard work 
in the German underground, She 
is proud that her current play 
“Professor Mamlock” is about the 
first Jewish persecutions in Ger- 
many in 1933, and that the pro-

It will be hard for an 
American to understand that there 
are no clothing or department 
stores left in Berlin, a city of 
3,000,000 persons. Even in Berlin's 
fantastic black market, clothing

After her first unguarded 
look of pleasure, she sipped po- 
litely at a cup of real coffee. She 
nibbled daintily at three or four 
salted almonds from the bowl on 
the coffee table. Only the great- 
est act of will must have kept 
her from emptying the coffee pot 
and the almond bowl, and only 
the talent of a born actress kept 
her in the casual role of “a young 
lady at tea.” 


Asked about the black canvas 
sneakers on her feet, she explained 
that her “real” shoes,-with leath- 
er soles and uppers, were at the 
cobbler’s. They have been there 
for four months, and she did not 
know when she will be able to get 
them. Unless one supplies both 
the leather for a new pair of half- 
soles and the nails with which to 
affix them to the shoes, it is vir- 
tually impossible to get shoeg re- 
paired in Germany.

nance to bar radios in auto- 
mobiles on the theory they dis- 
tracted the drivers, but noth- 
ing came of it.

As president of the police 
board he fought bookmakers 
and other types of gambling. 
Visitors to his beautiful home 
at 2 Hortense place were a 
little amazed in those days to 
find a slot machine in the mid- 
dle of the period furniture in 
the drawing room. Lambert 
liked to open it and show how 
operators rig slot machines so 
they’re 100 per cent unbeatable. 
During the years he was on 
the police board, he dropped 
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aviation, gave his undivided at- 
tention to police work, which 
he found highly fascinating. 
When he left the board he 
picked up with aviation where 
he left off. He hasn't flown a 
plane since 1933, but travels by 
air when he travels. As a 
minor hobby he collects bar- 
ometers, has four in his office, 
three of which are mechanical 
and one a Cape Cod type which 
uses water; and a half dozen 
more at home. He likes to 
check one against the other. 
He has become nationally 
known in recent years as an 
authority on the early days of 
flying and answers many in- 
quiries from writers on avia- 
tion history. 

Lambert uses a hearing aid 
and his gold-rimmed glasses 
have thick lenses. But his eyes 
are youthfully keen, he con- 
verses with ease and his voice 
is low and pleasant. He has a 
amartly tailored appearance 
and it is hard to believe that 
his happiest moments are 
spent in a pair of overalls and 
an old brown flannel shirt 
which he dons every morning 
before breakfast and usually 
every Sunday while he putters 
around the yard or tinkers with 
the engine of his car. 

At 70 he says, “we've got 
to look ahead; not live in the 
moment, What's happening 
now merely follows some of the 
vision I had in 1909. The de- 
velopments which are possible 
in the next 10 years are almost 
inconceivable.”

FTER accomplishing one of the most unprecedented runs of 

any revived operetta, “The Red Mill” this week broke its 

f last remaining record as it passed the original mark of 174 
performances set by the first production at the Galety Theater 
in 1906, ; 
- . With David Montgomery and Fred Stone starred and Mrs. 
Btone as leading lady, the original “The Red Mill’ was a big 
hit 40 years ago, but its accomplishments then have been more 
than slightly overcast by the unexpectedly lengthy run of the 
eurrent revival. At this venerable point in its memorable career, 
“The Red Mill” management is planning to run not only through 
the summer months, but the winter as well, with every expecta- 
tion of continuing healthy business at the box office. 

Fred Stone, half of the original starring team, has consid- 
able pride in the current revival, for Fred's beautiful daughter, 
Paula, brought the venerable operetta back to Broadway in asso- 
eiation with another theatrical. youngster, 23-year-old Hunt 
Stromberg Jr., son of the Hollywood producer. In the cast, 
too, is another pebble off the old Stone block, Fred's other danc- 
ing daughter, Dorothy. 


Ir IS AN UNIQUE Se which no one quite 
can explain except for the fact that it is a brisk, immaculate ver- 
sion of the original, th its music and lyrics left alone even

It is only in a figurative sense

We think of a tank as any met- 
al container for liquids, as a wa- 
ter tank, a gasoline tank. But 
the original tank was the Portu- 
guese word tanque, “a pool of 
stagnant water,” especially a pool 
holding the water supply of an 
Indian village. Tanque is from 
the Latin stagnum, “standing wa- 
ter; a marsh or swamp.” 

Literally the word chaperon is 
French for “a hooded cloak; a rid- 
ing hood.” Indeed, in France, 
Little Red Riding Hood is called 
“Le Petit Chaperon Rouge.” Since 
the chaperon was worn as a pro- 
tection against cold or inclement 
weather, the word chaperon came 
to designate a matron who acts as 
. protector of young girls in pub- 
ic.

Ex-servicemen may not believe 
it, but the primary and literal 
meaning of the word parade is “a 
halt, or a stopping.” The word is 
from the Spanish parar, “to stop; 
to get ready.” This explains the

But 
‘‘twith® has completely reversed 
itself, while “withstand” has re- 
tained its original and literal
